I 
communicated with the Pinkerton Agency. 
The Pinkertons had obtained his signature 
when foilowing up in a case of forgery. The 
agency sent me the signature. It bears a 
strong resemblance to the signature at Mo- 
Coy’s Hotel. I also obtained Maroney’s 
genuine signature, and another in the name 
of Melville, The resemblance was striking,” 
and here Mr. Dillon presented a tracing 
which bore out his statement in this respect. 

The “i’s” and s in Melville are similar 
in shape to those in the letters contained in 
the letter to the Carlsons from F. W.,” one 
of the Williams brothers who hired the Carl- 
son cottage. Maroney was the “ hustler” tor 
the triangle, and did all the dirty work for 
that trio, it is believed. 

The signature on the McCoy register was 
made May 3,” continued Mr. Dillon. Mel- 
ville registered for himself and wife. That 
Was not surprising. It only confirmed the 
impression made; for when Maronev is 
away from home he usually travels witha 
woman. 

“1 knew, too, that for three years from 


1885 to 1888—Maroney made his living solely 


by playing the professional Irish patriot. 
He had no visible means of sup- 
port. The investigation which John 
Devoy and I instigated and which 
Dr. Cronin prosecuted about a year 
ago forced him to seek other means of liveli- 
hood. That became irksome to him, and, as 
he had cultivated iuxurious habits, including 
a taste for champagne and a tancy for wom- 
en, he would be likely to undertake hazard- 
ous employment if paid for it. 

It is well known, too, that he engaged 
mento goon dynamite expeditions to En- 
gland. Only one of those returned. He 
Was an ally of Cronin, or rather 
Cronin was an ally of Maroney’s intended 
victim and an enemy and a prosecutor of 
Maroney’s patron and employer. 

“He was, moreover, prepared todo any 
kind of dirty or dangerous work for this 
patron. He committed rank perjury for him 
at Buffalo. He bulidozed and lied for him 
throughout the country. He packed conven- 
tions for him. He sent men to death for 
him. Why not commit murder in his in- 
terest? 

MANY SIMILAR FEATURES. 

“Then his description corresponds exactly 
to that of the man ‘Simons’ whg rented the 
South Clark street rooms and bought the 
Revell furniture. As I listened to the testi- 
mony of the Revell salesman I was con- 
vinced that he must have been the man. 
Here is the description of Maroney as fur- 
nished by our detectives: ‘Thirty-eight 
years, 5 feet 7 inches or perhaps 8, well built, 
inclined to be stout, dark hair, dark eyes, 
good forehead, regular nose, round face, red 
tints on cheeks, otherwise pale; long dark 
and drooping mustache, shaved clean other- 
wise, but can grow astrong beard.

ened to their testimony and was convinced 
that Maroney and ‘Simons’ were one ahd 
the same person. 

“The description corresponded to the 
minvtest details—Maroney speaks with a 
Cockney-Irish accent. So did ‘Simons,’ ac- 
cording to the Revell clerks. Under the cir- 
cumstances the arrest of Maroney was ab- 
solutely necessary to the proper investiga- 
tion of the Cronin case. lam convinced we 
have the right man. 

„All I know about McDonald is that he is 
a slugger, has been a tool of Maroney, has 
talked about Cronin as a British spy, and has 
condemned the use of detectives in hunting 
up the murderers. As to Maroney, I think 
the circumstantial evidence is as strong as it 
well could be.“ 

It should be added that Mr. Dillon was in 
receipt of many letters yesterday congratu- 
lating bim on the stand he had taken and 
promising financial aid.

INSPECTOR BYRNES’ TWO PRISONERS. 


Maroney Will Come to Chicago—McDonald 
Likely to Make a Fight. 

New York, June 12.—[Special.]—John J. 
Maroney and Charles McDonaid, the men ar- 
rested yesterday on a dispatch from Chicago 
charging them with murder, are still at po- 
lice headquarters awaiting the action of the 
Chicago authorities. Maroney says he is anx- 
ious to go to Chicago and face his accusers. 
It is likely, hogever, that McDonald will 
make astubborn fignt in the courts here. 
John Johnson, in whose blacksmith shop Mc- 
Donald has worked during the last eighteen 
months, is indignant over the arrest. He 
says he can prove by the testimony of halfa 
dozen helpers employed in the shop with 
McDonald that the latter has not been absent 
more than one day at a time during the last 
year. Even during the centennial time, John- 
son says, McDonald was absent only one day. 
It would be expensive for Johnson and the 
fellow-workmen to go on to Chicago, and for 
wat reason a stubborn legal fight will proba- 
bly be made in the courts here to secure 
McDonald’s release. A great deal will de- 
pend on the nature of the papers brought by 
the officers from Chicago. 

The principal point against McDonald is 
the resemblance he is said to bear to the de- 
scription of ine man who called for Dr. Cro- 
nin. McDonaidis an enthusiastic Sullivan 
man, and has given considerable informa- 
tion about the workings of Sullivan's ene- 
mies among the Clan-na-Gael in this city. 
He is of a sullen, vindictive temperament, 
and, it is said, apt to adopt violent measures 
if sufticiently angered. Inspector Byrnes 
smiled when asked about the mysterious 
prisoner taken to headquarters” last evening 
and who was suspected of being connectea 
with the Cronin mystery. The inspector 
stated emphatically that it was not so. The 
mysterious person, he said, was a Man ac- 
cused of theft. 

NO OTHER ARRESTS. 

Maroney and McDonald are the only men 
he has arrested or been asked to arrest in 
connection with the Cronin murder. He 
could not say, of course, whether he would 
be requested later on to make additional ar- 
rests. The inspector refused to let the pris- 
oners be seen or interviewed. 

Before the men can be turned over to the 
Chicago detectives they must be taken be- 
fore a Judge of the Court of General Ses- 
sions or of the Superior or Supreme Court. 
Maroney and McDonald were this afternoon 
committed by Judge Hogan to the Tombs to 
await the action ot the Chicago authorities. 
The members of tne Clan-na-Gael in this city 
who are opposed to Sullivan are jubilant over 
Maroney’s arrest. They have belied the cat, 
they say, and will now rest for a while. 
There will be no more arrests in this city for 
the present, they think, as there 18 no other 
person here suspected of being directly con- 
nected with the murder. Further develop- 
ments, they say, may necessitate the arrest 
of other men as accessories before or after

The Judge then asked the jurors to rise 
and began his charge by reading the section 
of the statute defining the duties of grand 
jurors and fixing the punishment for disclos- 
ing grand jury proceedings. 

But the prime matter which will come 
before you, I presume.“ said the court, will 
be the murder of the late Dr. Cronin,” and 
he then added: 

This appalling murder demands a most vigor- 
ous investigation. Dr. Cronin, an American citi- 
zen, has been struck down and killed under cir- 
cumstances so horribly indicative of conspiracy, 
premeditated design, and malice as to warrant 
the most searching inquiry. Fortunately the 
power of a grand jury is fully equal to the 
emergency. 

Men who can tell of facts and circumstances 
that will lead you to the discovery of the guilty 
parties can be made to tell. It is just as much 
perjury to falsely deny knowledge of a fact as to 
affirm its existence. Nothing short of a refusal 
to testify before you on the ground that his testi- 
mony will tend to criminate himself will excuse 
any witness, and he cannot falsely employ that 
personal privilege as a protection for another 
without subjecting himself to the pains and pen- 
alties of perjury. 

It is not the policy of the law that it is better 
that one or any number of guilty men should 
escape rather than that an innocent person 
should suffer. The law has no policy in 
such: matters except that every guilty 
man shall be punished. With all 
mformation already in possession of the law 
officers of the county at hand., it will be a blot on 
this Commonwealth, a severe blow to the admin- 
istration of justice, and a frightful menace to 
the safety of the individual citizen if every man 
engaged in this shocking crime, or having guilty 
knowledge of it, shall not be discovered. 

The whole power of the county is at your dis- 
posal. Employ your resources, use the power 
invested in you without fear or favor, and the 
result cannot be uncertain. 

You will now retire to the jury room and make 
your own arrangements for the transaction of 
the business for which you have been called to- 
gether. | 

At the conclusion of this vigorous charge 
the jurors filed out of the court-room in 
charge of Bailiff Hamilton, and were soon 
locked in the grand jury room. 

The greatest precautious were taken to 
keep the proceedings secret, although the 
jury went over old ground and heard the 
witnesses who had already told what they 
knew at the Coroner’s inquest. Bailiffs were 
stationed at the foot of the stairway leading 
from the second floor to the third, where the 
jury-room is located, and kept all reporters 
from going upstairs. 

HEARING THE WITNESSES. 

During the forenoon the jury organized 
and listened to the statement of Lieut. 
Scnuettler. Adjournment was taken at noon 
until 2 o’clock. In the afternoon Justice Ma- 
honey, the Carlsous, T. T. Conklin and his 
wife, W. P. Hattield, Revell’s salesman, 
E. McHale, Frank Scanian, James 
Miller, Jonn Joseph Cronin, the murdered 
man’s brother, E. J. Throckmorton of 
Knight & Marshall, who rented the rooms 
at No. 117 South Clark street, were present. 

Only three witnesses were heard. Mr. 
Throckmorton, the bookkeeper and cashier 
of Kuight & Marshall, who rented the fourth 
floor of No. 117 Clark street to “J. B. 
Simons,“ was the only one whose testimony 
added anything new to what has already 
been published. But Throckmorton’s mem- 
ory was not so good as the State's Attorney 
wished it to be. He had not paid close at- 
tention to the customer at the time the flat 
was rented, and the face of the stranger 
did not impress itself on his memory with 
any great distinctness. He was shown 
the photograph of John J. Maroney, the sus- 
pect now under arrest in New York. He 
had seen the picture before he went into tne 
grand jury room and only repeated what he 
had told the officer who had the picture in 
his possession. It was first shown him by a 
Pinkerton detective. He had failed to iden- 
tify it with certainty asa likeness of the man 
who under the name of “J. B. Simons” 
rented the flat at No. 117 Clark street. 
Throckmorton said there was a strong re- 
semblance, but he would not swear positive- 
ly that it was a picture of the man. 

The State’s Attorney read the description 


the | 
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Justice Mahoney of Lake View was called 
before the grand jury and repeated the state- 
ment he made before the Coroner’s jury as 
to his relations to P. O. Sullivan and the 
contract of the iceman with, Dr. Cronin. 
When on the stand at the inquest Mahoney 
left an impression on the minds of the prose- 
cutors that he might have given more in- 
formation about the matter, although 
there was no proof that he knew the 
purpose for which the contract was made. 
He was kept on the stand before the grand 
jury for an nour and a half and subjected to 
a searching examination, but, though nothing 
new was brought out, the grand jury was 
not convinced that Mahoney had reaily told 
all about his connection with the matter. 

Capt. Schuettler was with the grand jury 
for quite along time and went over all the 

ground that he had covered in his official 
connection with the case. He described the 
Carison cottage, the furniture and biood- 
stains, the paint on the floor, and the foot- 
prints. His testimony disclosed nothing that 
was new, being practically a repetition of 
his statement before the Coroner’s jury. 

Among the first witnesses to be placed on 
the stand this morning will be Mr. Luke vil- 
lon. Mr. Dillon is anxious to return to his 
home at Philadelphia. At the same time he is 
willing to lend any assistance he possibly can 
to the authorities here. 

He will not only repeat his testimony be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury today hut will add all 
that he knows about Maroney. 

Mr. Dillon saia last night that he had ob- 
tained from New York a tracing of Maro- 
ney’s signature as it was written two years 
ago after the latter returned from his junket- 
ing trip to Europe. The signature is almost 
a fac-simile of the signature on the register 
at McCoy’s Hotel, where Mgroney stopped 
last May. 

Desk Sergeant Montgomery of the East 
Chicago Avenue Station will probably be ex- 
amined by the grand jury. 


SULLIVAN IN THE COUNTY JAIL, 


He Shows No Nervousness, but Objects to 
Being an Object of Curiosity. 

Alexander Sullivan showed no traces of 
nervousness yesterday. He appeared to have 
enjoyed as good a night’s rest as if he had 
been at home instead of occupying a cell in 
the County Jail. He looked quite refreshed 
and hearty. It appeared as though it was a 
relief to him to have, at last, some definite 
charge to answer instead of the vague accu- 
sations that had been weeks in assuming 
tangible form. There was nothing about 
Sullivan’s appearance to indicate that he was 
aware that he was the subjectof so much cu- 
riosity and defendant against @ charge of the 
gravest kind, and when he Was taken into 
court before Judge Tuley he fell naturally 
into the attitude in which he had been often 
seen in court when he figured as attorney 
and not as prisoner. 

When Sheriff Matson called at the jail! to 
conduct him to Judge Tuley’s court-room 
Jailer Folz ope ned the door of Cell 25 and led 
tbe way along the corridor and down the 
iron steps into the visitors’ cage. As Sulli- 
van walked past the reportershe stopped to 
shake hands with several he knew. He was 
not questioned by any of them, 

He occupied Cell. 25 from time he was 
taken to the jail Tuesday nighc until 40’clock 
yesterday afternoon, When he was taken 
before Judge Tuley in the custody of Sheriff 
Matson. The cell is in Murderers’ Row,” 
on the second tier facing the visitors’ cage. 
It is the intention of Jauer Folz to change 
his cell. Sullivan requested the change, as 
he desires to get away from the prying eyes 
of curious visitors. Itis probable that one 
of the cells in the upper tier will be fitted 
up for him He tried to avoid attention at the 
jail. He had no meals sent in from outside, 
but contented himself with the prison fare. 

No one was admitted to see him. Even 
young Brown, his clerk, who was with him 
the night of his arrest and remained until 
he had seen him situated as comfortably as 
eircumstances would allow, couid only get as 
far as the visitors’ cage when he brought 
some clean linen for the prisoner. Sullivan’s 
partner, Thomas G. Windes, was the only 
person who was admitted to see him. There 
was a brief consultation between them early 
in the morning, and the result of it was the 
application to Judge Tuley for a writ of 
habeas corpus. All efforts by other persons 
to see the prisoner were met by a polite but 
firm refusal. 

Sullivan did not communicate with the 
other men who were included in the verdict 
and are already indicted for murder. P. O. 
Sullivan, Dan Coughlin, and Frank Wooa- 
ruff might have been 1,000 miles away for all 
the notice that Alexander Sullivan took of 
them. It would not benefit his case to have 
it associated with theirs, and there is no 
communication between them. 

The mysterious woman in the shadow on 
the stairs who added a touch of romance to 
the arrest of Alexander Sullivan was an old 
housekeeper who had been in his family for 
many years and to whom he was greatly at- 
tached. 


COLLAPSE OF A WILKESBAERE MINE, 


The City Endangered and’ $300,000 Worth 
of Property Destroyed, 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 12.—The most dis- 
astrous cave-in which ever occurred in the 
coal regions took place here late this after- 
noon. The Hollenback & Hellman vein mines 
are situated under a thickly settled portion 
of tue city. They are 1,000 feet deep, and for 
years past no coal was supposed to be mined 
in that portion of it underlying the city, 
for fear that the earth would sink. 
Today at 4 o’clock the crash came. Madison 
street, one of the principal thoroughfares of 
the city, is filled with crevices, from which 
the gas escapes in huge volumes. Owners of 
houses are greatly alarmed. The menin the 
mines had all they could do to escape with 
their lives. Some of the mules were caught 
in the workings and killed. Eight hundred 
men ana boys are thrown out of work. The 
loss to the mine owners will be over $100,000, 
and the loss to property owners On the sur- 
face will be double this amonnt.

workman lost his life and several others 
were more or less severely injured. The fol- 
lowing is a list of tne killed and injured:

A scaffold which was constructed of a 
minimum of lumber and made to bear a max-

imum of brick gavé way, precipitating nine 
men a distance of thirty-five feet. The acci- 
dent occurred at 2 p. m. by the falling of the 
scaffolding used in building the north wall of 
the boiler house. Three sections of this scaffold 
gave way without the slightest warning and 
went down “like a shot,“ to use the lan- 
guage of one of the workmen who shared in 
the accident. 

The scaffold, like all of the others in the 
building, was of a flimsy build, 
the lower supports having been for 
the most part ‘“‘robbed” and no provision 
having been made to prevent tne cross beams 
from slipping out of their shallow niches in 
the wall in case the scaffold swayed inward. 
This appears to be what happened as the re- 
sult of hoisting a heavy iron casting on the 
hand-elevator used in carrying up the bricks. 
It was the sections in which the elevator was 
located that collapsed. They were already 
carrying 2,000 bricks, weighing 10,000 pounds, 
in addition to the weight of the workmen. 

When the iron casting reached the scaffold 
the men were ordered to take it in, and eight 
of them stepped toward the elevator to do so. 
As they reached the elevator to draw in the 
swinging casting there was a crash, fol- 


lowed by a cloud of dust, and the eight men 


were fairly buried under a mass of débris. 
It is supposed that the swinging of the cast- 
ing caused the already overloaded joists of 
the scaffold to pull out of the wail. . 

Ine other workmen engaged on the build- 
ing, aided by the police from the Warren 
Avenue Station, went to the aid of the in- 
jured men at once. Two of these had fallen 
into alarge cistern located but a few feet 
from the foot of the scaffold, but were res- 
cued from drowning by their follow workmen. 
It was feared, however, that others were less 
fortunate, and as the cistern is a large one 
and about eight feet in depth it was deter- 
mined to pump it out and ascertain if any 
dead bodies were at the bottom. This was 
done by a fire engine from the station close 
by on 1 avenue, but fortunately the 
worst Sars of the onlookers were not 
realized. 

Allof the men injured were hodcarriers, 
the bricklayers having the good luck to be 
engaged on the outer tier of the wall at the 
time of the accident and therefore upon 
tne wall instead of the scaffold. 

The work was in charge of James McLain 
of No. 3533 Wentworth avenue, who acted as 
foreman for Victor Falkenau, the contractor 
who is constructing the building. 

Those of the injured men seen last night at 
the County Hospital allege that the scaffold 
was overloaded at the time of the accident, 
that it was insufficiently supported, and that 
it had been greatly weakened by the removal 
of the lower braces for use in other parts of 
the building. The section of scaffolding that 
fell was about twenty-five feet in length, and 
was merely a part of perhaps a hundred feet 
extending along the same wall. That all of 
the scaffold did not come down together 
seems as fortunate as remarkable. 

Only one man who fell with the scaffold es- 
caped injury, and his name could not be 
learned, for as soon as he struck the ground 
he picked himself up, dusted his clothes, and 


went bome. 0

In 1882 the First Baptist Church of Jackson 
called Frederick Howard to its pastorate. He 
was a brilliant and eloquent preacher, and soon 
won the complete confidence and res tof his 
parishioners. Little was known of his past his- 
tory. In 184 some dissatisfaction arose in the 
church which led to the withdrawal of the pastor 
and a large part of the congregation and 
the founding of the Central Baptist 
Church under the charge of Dr. Howard. 
The pastor also became editor of a denomina- 
tional publication, the 7rue Baptist, through 
whose columns he made several severe assaults 
upon leaders of the other faction. This led to an 
investigation of the doctor’s career, the result of 
which was the publication in the Tennessee up- 
iat, the Baptist Reflector, and Forked Deer Blade 
of a report charging Howard with every manner 
of crime calculated to refiect upon his ministerial 
character, involving social scandal. abduction, 
fraud, and lying. It was charged that ne had 
consorted with negroes in South Caro- 
lina, where he had as à Jo- 
cal politician. It was also charged that 
he had made away with funds intrusted to him 
and fled with another man’s wife. It was also 
charged that he had traveled under several 
aliases, among them Howlett ana Hewlet; that 
he had falsely stated that be had been on board 
the Tigris in the Arctic expedition after the Po- 
laris, and that he did not go to Europe in 1883 on 
the steamer Erin, as he had claimed. Howard 
brought suit for 650.000 damages aguinst the men 
who signed the report and the papers that pub- 
lished it. But the defendants stoutly claimed 
that their charges were true and gathered much 
evidence to prove them. They claim to be able 
to show that Howard enlisted in the United 
States navy in 1873 and deserted a few months 
after, according to one statement killing a man 
to effect his escape. In 1875, itis claimed, he was 
5 a Trial Justice by Gov. Chamberlain 
of South Carolina, 
with malfeasance, and though the charge was 
not pressed Howard resigned and left the place, 
leaving many unpaid bills. His career is traced 
up to the time of his locating in Jackson, and 
many sensational charges are made touching his 
conduct in thattime. Since locating in Jackson 


Hqward married into one of the best families of 


the place, and was universally respected up to 
the time of the publication of the charges. 


DEERFIELD VALLEY IN DANGER, 


Threatened Inundation from an Insecurely 
Dammed Lake in the Mountains. 
Boston, Mass., June 12.— [Special. — The 
residents in the Deertield Valley in the west- 
ern partof the State are greatly alarmed lest 
a similar calamity befall them as that in the 
Conemaugh. The cause of this suiden alarm 
is the Sadawga Pond, located about thirty 
miles from Shelburne Falls, in the Town of 
Whitingham, Vt. There a natural lake has 
been set back and inclosed, it containing 
about 7,000,000,000 gallons of water. The arti- 
ficial embankment is over twenty feet high 
and narrow for its length, and does not im- 
press one as being a substantial structure. 
Within ten days a leak was discovered in the 
embankment, and many men worked several 
hours patching up the structure with planks, 
sods, and stone. This great reservoir is 
perched on the mountain 1,000 feet above 
Shelburne Falls, and should its waters break 
2 the mad rush of death and destruction 
ould continue for more than thirty miles, 
as the water would have little chance to 
spread out between Sadawga and the Green- 
field meadows. A whole chain of flourishing 
manutacturing towns mark the course of this 
valley. There is considerable talk of calling 
a public meeti and adopting measures to 
strengthen the dam or have it removed. 


DR. JOHN H RAUCH RESIGNS. 


The Secretary of the State Board of Health 
Throws Up His Position. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12.—[Special.}—It 
was currently rumored here today that Dr. 
John H. Rauch, who saiied from New York 
for Europe today ostensibly fora short vaca- 
tion, had sent in his resignation as Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, and that the 
same had been accepted. Among many of 
the doctor’s friends this does not seem to be 
news of a startling cbaracter, as it has long 
been understood that Representative Cooley 
of the joint conference committee dropped 
his fight against the appropriations for the 
board upon a distinct understanding that Dr. 
Rauch would resign as Secretary of the 
board, and the course pursued by the Secre- 
tary during the last few montns has caused 
considerabie dissatisfaction in several por- 
tions of the State.

WHAT IS THE MATTER AT HAYTI? 


A Mysterious Cablegram Causes Consider- 
able Excitement at Washington. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 12.—Some ex- 
citement was manifested at the State and 
Navy Departments upon the receipt of a 
cablegram from Commander Kellogg at 
Hayti. Commander Kellogg day before yes- 
terday steamed from St. Nicholas Mole, the 
cable terminus, to Port au Prince. Here 
turned today and reported to the Secretary 
of the Navy the result of his observatiors 
and inquiries into the conditaon of affairs at 
the Haytian Capital. Every one connected 
with the State and Navy Departments who is 
in a position to know the contents of the 
cablegram refuses to say anything about it, 
except one official, who complained that the 
sender did not appear to kuow much about 
the situation.

One of the most important and startling 
statements in connection with the Cronin 
murder was made yesterday by Mr. Jack 
Stanley of the City Sewerage Department to 
two friends—T. P. O’Connor and Michael 


Hart. The conversation opened by the as- | 


sertion of Stanley that he knew that fellow 
Woodruff. Hart asked: 

Were aid you know him?” 

“Why.” said Staniey, “he worked at 
Dean’s stable on Webster avenue. I keep 


my stallion there, and I became suspicious — 


of the fellow. I was afraid he would steal 
my horse or take him out for service, I made 
inquiries about him and found that he had 
worked three weeks atthe stable for noth- 
ing but his board. That I regarded as a sus- 
picious circumstance.’’ 

When was this:“ 5 

‘*Why, it was immediately before this Cro- 
nin murder. I remember the circumstances 
pretty well. He was frequently for three 
weeks in consultation with a man who ap- 
peared to be a detective or a confidence man. 
I afterwards ascertained that this man was 
Coughlin, the policeman arrested for the 
murder of Dr. Cronin. In fact I am sure it 
was Coughlin. When Coughlin talked to. 
him I was sure that he was a bad egg. I 
thought he must be some thief giving his 
pals away. 
after that. 

„How long before the night of the murder 
did you see Woodruff?” 


“IT saw him that night. I was at the Dean 


stable about 9 or 9:30 p. m. Woodruff begun 
to act in a suspicious manner. He slept in 
the loft over the stable. He took off his 
shoes on the stable floor and climbed in his 


stocking feet into the loft to sleep. Five or 


six minutes after he retired Isaw him peep 
over the stairway to see whether we had 
gone. I think we delayed 


on account of this circum but we went 


out after a time to an adjoinmng saloon and 


forgot ali about the matter.“ 

Stanley was sure that Dan Coughtin, now 
under arrest on the charge of murder, is the 
person who was seen in conversation with 
Woodruff immediately before tne murder— 
for three weeks, therefore. 

Messrs. O’Connor and Hart did not ques- 
tion Stanley closely as to the circumstances 
of the interview, and the facts as stated 
came into possession of Tur TriBUNE too late 
last night to look up Mr. Stanley. 

The importance of the statement lies in the 
fact that it corroborates Woodruff's story as 
related to Chief Hubbard to a remarkable de- 
gree. It connects Woodruff with Coughlin, 
the detective, also, and furnishes another 
link in the chain of evidence which is coiled 
around that person. It should be auded that 
Staniey had a neighbor named Green as 
companion the night he was at the Dean sta- 
ble, May 4, when Woodruff acted so suspi- 
ciously and nervously. 

Messrs. Stanley and Green will doubtless 
be important witnesses before the grand jury 
today. The Deans, who run the stable where 
Woodruff was employed, ought to be puton 
the stand also after they have been first 
taken to see Mr. Dan Coughlin. Mr. Stanley 
failed to mention the place of rendezvous to 
O'Connor and Hart, though the former 
thought it must have been a saloon in the 
vicinity of the stable. 


MR, SULLIVAN LOST THE 895,000, 


He Dropped the Money That He Drew 
from Lester & Co. 

The gap between Alexander Sullivan’s 
speculations through J. T. Lester & Co. in 
1882 and Morris Rosenfeld & Co. in 1887 has 
at last been bridged. The prosecu- 
tion now has absolute evidence that 
Mr. Sullivan lost and squandered the $95.000 
returned to him by the former firm. This 
money he squandered in speculation. After 
his deals in stocks with J. T. Lester & Co. 
Mr. Sullivan selected a new broker. The 
broker was not Mr. Rosenfeld; he was not 
Mr. Frank E. Johnson. The prosecution is 
not ready to disclose the name, 

But through this broker or his firm Mr. 
Sullivan entered on a much more daring 
course of speculation than that in which he 
had before indulged. He no longer invested 
in the more conservative and steady stocks. 
He selected such as were active and 
liable to quick turns. He did 
not disdain the grain market. His 
margins were slenderer, the scope: of his 
dealings larger. He had been disgusted with 
six months’ operations through J. T. Lester, 
which had resulted in a difference of only 
$5,000 to him—and that on the wrong side. 
He wanted action, and wanted it quickly. 

The books of his broker will show that he 
made a few fortunate turns, which only. 
served to make him think that the fortune he 
coveted was within his grasp. After such 
turns he spent money freely. | 


But the markets of 1884 and 1885 went 


against him. The quick turns he was anxious. 
forcame. But they came the wrong way. 


The whole of the fund he had received 


from J. T. Lester & Co., less what he 
had spent, was swept away in a 
comparatively short time. By June, 1887, his 
finances were in such condition that his 
speculative spirit, though still strong after 
ail its rebuffs, was forced to limit itself to a 
tame 5,000 or 10,000 bushels of wheat” with 
Morris Rosenfeld & Co. And when the col- 
lapse o the Cincinnati wheat corner caught 
him long on the market July 14 he had to set- 
tle nis loss with a note. 

Dr. Cronin’s charges had in the meantime 
grown vociferous. Added to these charges 
were mutterings among others of Cronin’s 
faction that funds bad been misused. The 
life of the leader was made one of gall and 
wormwood.

EDWARD SPELLMAN TALKS FREELY.

A Peoria Man Who Might Be Examined 

4 Advantage— What He Says. 

Edward Spellman of Peoria might be ex- 
amined by the grand jury to advantage. In 
contrast to many of his brother-members in 
the Clan-na-Gael, he is apparently willing 
to talk freely, and from the following inter- 
view with which he is credited in the Peoria 

Journal it would appear that he knows con- 
siderable about the case: 

I I know no more about this murder than you do. 
When I heard of the murder I was in Philadel- 
phia. I sent a dispatch offering $500 re- 
ward for the apprehension of the assas- 
sins, and afterwards sent 100 to W. P. 
Rend of Chicago, a coal merchant, and treasurer 
of the fund, as a reward for the discovery of the 
assassins. I regarded it as a sort of a Morgan 
case anyway. No organization had anything to 
do with it. Cronin was one of the decentest men 
Jever met. A straight pp and up man. He 
‘wanted to drive out the robbers. Cronin made 
up his mind that Alexander Sullivan was that 
kind of a man. Cronin was disgusted and 
ashamed at the action of Sullivan and his 
gang, and Sullivan made up his mind 
to do Cronin up. Cronin told me that they had 
threatened him several times, but he was always 
on the lookout for them; but they won't catch 
any one unless some of them squeal. Sullivan, 
the iceman, is hkely to be the one to do this. 
There is no such organization as the Clan-na- 
Gael, and no triangle.“ That occurred in 1880. 
If those fellows have any information about the 
murder why don't they say so’ Feeley, Boland, 
and Sullivan were the Executive Committee and 
nad charge of the revolutionary fund.

It has been charged at the 
recent meeting in Jacksonville there was inquiry 
into their disposition. This is an error. There 

was no arguing and no dissatisfaction, nor wus 
the Cronin matter discussed in the Jacksonville 
meeting. 

Coughlin came here with a letter of introduc- 
tion tome, saying: “Coughlin is one of our 
men.“ He was looking up the explosion in the 
Shufeldt distliery in Chicago. I told him Chi- 
cago was the place to look for the men who did 
that job. While we were talking that over Sul- 
livan’s name came up and Dr. Cronin's name 
was used. I said as long as Ihad known Cronin 
I had found him perfectly fair and honest. 
Conghhn said: “The ——-—— —— —— ought to 
bo shot.” Isaid nothing at this because I knew 
that Coughlin was a warm friend of Alexander 
Sullivan. The latter had put Coughlin on the 

police force and saved him when he lost his 
star. Coughlin had before this complained to 
one McGeehan of Philadelphia, and I had issued 
a notice to the camps to be careful of men com- 
ing here from other districts and talking about 
men iu the camps. I think Alexander Sullivan 
knows who did the murder. Lalso think Cough- 
lin knows who committed the murder. So does 
P. O. Sullivan, the iceman. The Chicago 7imes 
says that Coughlin consulted with me about the 
removal of Cronin. No one ever conversed with 
me about the removal ot any one. 

Mcedeehan, Coughlin, and Larry Buckley are 
all warm friends of Sullivan. Alexander Sulli- 
van was of tne Executive Committee. This 
committee was composed of Feeley, Boland. and 
Sullivan. They had charge of all the funds 
which were paid out and went to where it would 
do the most good. Egan was an honest man, 
but he was a politician before he became a cit- 
izen. He never had any money belonging to the 
revolutionary fund. Sullivan is not charged 
with using Land League money, but the revolu- 
tionary fund. Egan was Treasurer of the Land 
League fund. Alexander Sullivan was Treas- 
urer of the revolutionary fund. Feeley and Bo- 
land resigned from the committee, and this left 
Sullivan sole custodian of tne revolutionary 
fund. When he was tried in Philadelphia for mis- 
appropriating the fund the committee found him 
not guilty on some of the charges and not 
proven on the others. I never knew Cronin 
to say a word against any man. He was one of 
the best men in the organization. Suppose he 
was in the Canadian militia? We have all been 
the Queen’s subjects at some time in our lives. 
If this charge affects Cronin it will affect every 
Irishman in the empire. Cronin had forty pages 
of foolscap that he told me he was going to lay 

‘‘pefore the next convention. They contained 
charges against Alexander Suliivan. John F. 
Scanian and Hynes have this record, and Cronin 
said: Alexander Sullivan's friends have white 
washed him. {have forty pages of testimony 
that I will publish.“ This is what caused the 
trouble, That night Cronin left his revolver on 
the sideboard. If he had had that they never 
would have gotten away with him. The mistake 
they made was that they did not take him down- 
town and pitch him through a manhole where 
the rats would have eaten bim up in twenty-four 
hours. They did take him down-town, and then 
they brought him back because they were afraid 
of the police. 

ALEXANDER SULLIVAN’S CREDITORS. 


Those to Whom He Owed Money at the 
Time of His Fatlure. 

New York, June 12.— [Special. A good 
deal has been said about Mr. Sullivan’s finan- 
cial difficuities and his debtors.

of him. Anything might be looked for 
from one who would travel through 
Europe under an assumed name 
in company with a smuggling seam- 
stress from Boston and mingle himself with 
dynamite plots as this ‘ Melville’ has done. 
Maroney became thoroughly unpopular in 
Philadeiphia by his wily machinations and I 
believe has done nothing since he left here but 
travel from place to place in the interest 
of Sullivan ana at his expense. The travel- 
ing salesman story is a mere fabrication. 
This whole affair was skillfully concocted 
from first to last, yet Sullivan committed one 
or two rash acts which made him responsi- 
ble for his own imprisonment.

NO INFORMATION SENT TO CHILI, 


Minister Varas Says That He Has Sent No 
Word About Egan. 

WasninotTon, D. C., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Sefior Emilio Varas, the Chilian Minister, 
touight repeated hisdenial of having for- 
warded to his Government copies of New 
York or any other newspapers containing 
accounts of Minister Egan or his career. The 
Chilan Minister stated that he had read 
several accounts of Mr. Egan’s career and 
ofthe Cronin tragedy, but had given these 
accounts no more than passing thought. He 
said: “I have not as yet been given any 
official information, if there is any to give, 
on the subject of Mr. Egan. My Government 
has applied for nothing about the matter and 
in the correspondence which goes on between 
myself and the officialsin Chili Mr. Egan’s 
implications, if he has any in chis country, 
I do not purpose 
to forward any information concerning the 
United States Minister to Chili unless official 
information is given me to do so by the 
American authorities. I have not received 
any information as yet and have no expecta- 
tions of receiving any.“ 

The newspaper accounts of the Cronin de- 
velopments are read at the White House and 
at the State Department, and the President 
and Secretary of State are pretty well in- 
formed of the hints thrown out concerning 
Mr. Egan’s friendship for Alexander Sulli- 
van. But there has never been anything to 
warrant the assumption that the Minister to 
Chili would be recalled except on informa- 
tion from the State authorities of Illinois. IT 
at any time these authorities should commu- 
nicate to the State Department that Minister 
Egan was wanted asa witness or for any 
other purpose, the question of recalling him, 
temporarily or permanently, according to the 
circumstances, would then be taken under 
advisement. 


Expected the Arrest. 

RocuesTer, N. V., June 12.—|Special. ]— 
The arrest of Alexander Sullivan has more 
than a general interest to the people of this 
city. D.C. Feeley, a prominent lawyer of 
this city, is one of the famous triangie of 
the Clan-na-Gael. Feeley was a _ candi- 
date for Attorney General of the State 
on the ticket with Henry George. He hasa 
considerable personal following here, mostly 


among the labor organizations, and also 


many bitter enemies, notably Joseph 
O'Connor, editor of the fost- xpress, who be- 
gan and led the attack on the Feeley-Sulli- 
van-Egan party in the last league conven- 
uon. 

Feeley said today: The news of the ar- 
rest of Alexander Sullivan is not surpris- 
ing, as the dispatches for several days past 
have indicated that he was under surveil- 
lance and would be arrested at the end of tne 
inquest, or in the near future. As for the 
rumor that a warrant for my arrest has been, 
or will be, issued I do not believe it. Should 
it prove true, however, I am ready to meet 
any charge that can be brought against me.“ 


Boland is Not Afraid. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 12.—[{Special.}]— 
“Talk to meofa picnic or something else. 
You don’t know how it apnoys me tobe 
spoken to all the time about the Cronin af- 
fair,“ said Recorder Bol and rather peevishiy 
this morning when askea what he thought of 
the arrest of Alexander Sullivan.

“No. It was a surprise to me,“ replied the 
Recorder.

He refused to ex- 
press an Opinion on Alexander Sullivan’s 
connection with the case, but in reply to 
questions said that judging by reports in the 
newspapers the Clan-na-Gael had been pret- 
ty crooked and dishonest in its work. 


| Betting on the Outcome,

the fact so as to prove that there was a con- 
spiracy. Maroney claims that he can prove 
he was here when Cronin disappeared. He 
must prove two alibis—one at the time of the 
murder and the other for the time when the 
furniture was purchased. 74 

E. J. Rowe said toareporter: I am ab- 
solutely certain of Maroney’s innocence. He 
was in my house the morning after Cronin’s 
disappearance, and this he can prove by oth- 
ers than myself. Itis fixed in my memory 
because we discussed the disappearance. 
Maroney has always strongly denounced the 
murder as injurious to the order. He could 
prove an alibi here, but he prefers to go to 
Chicago. His reasonis that he desires to 
show the animus of Luke Dillon and others 
who are hounding him. Dillon is spending 
money to gratify his malicious spite against 
Maroney. The latter will certainly be dis- 
charged from arrest at his examination in 
Chicago. IfI had any idea that Maroney 
was connected with this murder I should my- 
self denounce him to the police. There was 
atime here, not long ago,” continued Mr. 


Rowe, bitterly, “when a man whois now a 


Commissioner feared when he left his house 
that he would never see his family again. 
There is a bright and eminent man of the 
City Law Department who was in a similar 
position. There is also a prominent member 
of the Press Club who was virtually sen- 
tonced to death. He learned who the men 
were that threatened. He prepared himself, 
went to their houses, and made them fall on 
their knees in abject fear. It was a mere ac- 
cident that these men were not assassinated, 
and it was all the work of the men responsi- 
ble for Maroney’s arrest.

BLAMES LUKE DILLON. 

A reporter asked Inspector Byrnes how 
his prisoners were getting along. They are 
doing as well as could be expected, replied 
the Inspectof with a smile. 

“To whom does Maroney attribute his ar- 
rest?” 

“To Dillon. He says Dillon is a villain 
and that he is doing this out of spite. Ihave 
not questioned him much, but he appears to 
be an intelligent fellow. McDonald on the 
other hand is a quiet, reticent, and rather 
stupid man. He won’t talk to any one.” 

Has any one called on them!“ 

„Rowe called to see Maroney last night. A 
man also calied this morning, but I have for- 
gotten his name. No one has seen McDon- 


ald.“ 


Have you heard anything further from 
Chicago!“ 

Not a word.” 

Gen. Michael Kerwin, editor'ofethe Tabbet, 
and one of the most prominent Irish Nation- 
alists in this city, said of McDonald today: 
I know McDonald quite well, and from my 
knowledge of the man I believe he would be 
the last man to enter into anv such combina- 
tion. I have known him asa hard-working, 
intelligent, and patriotic man, actuated by an 
honorable and worthy desire to aid the cause 
of Ireland, and I think that when the truth 
is known he will be found entirely innocent 
of any charges made against him.“ 


MARONEY AND McDONALD IN COURT. 


How the Prisoners Conducted Themselves 
—Appearance of the Men. 

New York, June 12.—[Special. |—That John 
J. Maroney and Charles McDonala do not 
lack friends who believe in their in- 
nocence was demonstrated this afternoon 
when they were brougbt before Justice 
Hogan in the Tombs Police Court. There 
were fifteen or twenty people there to seize 
them by the hands and assure them that 
they deemed them guiltless. The prison- 
ers were taken up the back stairs, 
each between two detectives. Neither 
seemed mueh worried. McDonald greeted 
his friends with, Hello! How are you, old 
boy!“ and a laugh. Maroney was more re- 
served. Heis a finely built man, with a 
shapely, intellectual looking head, has a 
brown mustache, and a pair of dark eyes 
that have a spirited gleam in them. Me- 
Donald is rather tall and dark visaged. He 
has along flowing mustache, eyes that are as 
black as coal, and is nearly bald. He was 
dressed in black. 

Lawyer David M. Neuberger represented 
Maroney, while Counselor John Delahanty 
appeared for. McDonald. In a voice that 
could hardly be heard three feet away Jus- 
tice Hogan cautioned the prisoners that any- 
thing they said might be used against them, 
and that they were not compelled to answer 
any auestions asked them, or make any state- 
ment that they did not see fit. Detective 
Dolan handed the Justice the following dis- 
patch from Chicago and said that he thought 
it best to have the prisonérs remanded. It 
was dated June 11, and read: 

Thomas H. Byrnes, Inspector: Arrest for mur- 
der, John J. Maroney, No. 920 Tenth avenue, and 
Charles McDonald, blacksmith. John Brady of 
No. 227 East Twenty-ninth street will identify 
them. Officer with warrant will come on at 
once. STATE'S ATTORNEY LONGENECKER. 

GEORGE W. HUBBARD, Chief of Police. 

The Justice said he thought it would be 
best to commit the prisoners until such time 
as the question of extradition could be set- 
tled. He would just as soon remand them 
or proceed at ouce with the examination as 
to their commitment. 

“If you mean byan examination that I 
shall have the opportunity to prove that I 
am innocent of the murder of Dr. Cronin 
and that I was in this city at the time and 
for months previous I would just as soon go 
on with the examination here,“ spoke up 
Maroney. “If wecannot go into the ques- 
tion of the murder I think the examination 
had much better be held in Chicago, where I 
can get a chance to show up the malice of 
that man Dillon, who is responsible for my 
arrest.“ 

The examination, the Justice assured Ma- 
roney, could consist of no other question 
than that of identity, and Maroney and Me- 
Donald both replied that they would not at- 
tempt to deny that they were the men men- 
tioned in the dispatch. Their lawyers said 
they had no objection to the detention of 
their clients for a few days until the ques- 
tion of extradition could be argued@ before 
Gov. Hill. 

The prisoners and their friends then filed 
into the private examination room until the 
formal charge of murder could be made out 
by Clerk John McGowan. Waiting inside 
was the young wife of Maroney, and she 
greeted him with great affection. He re- 
sponded lovingly, ana they conversed in 
undertones for half an hour. She 
also shook hands warmly with McDon- 
ald, and observed as she did so, 1 
hardly recognized you, you have changed 
so.””. Rudolph Fitzpatrick, who owns the 
St. Boniface,” a large apartment house on 
West Sixty-third street, and E. J. Rowe 
were the centre of a group of Maroney’s and 
McDonald’s friends. Fitzpatrick said he had 
seen the picture of the man who, it is said, 
bought the furniture of the Carlson cottage, 
and added that it looked nothing like Ma- 
roney. He personally, he said, bad seen Ma- 
roney aimost daily fora month before the 
day Cronin was murdered. 

SEEKING A DELAY. 

“This is the return Maroney gets for feed- 
ing and giving money to that scoundrel Dil- 
lon when he was walking about on his up- 
pers in Philadeiphia,” exclaimed Thomas J. 
Dennehy. Maroney calied his lawyer and 
told him that if an officer had started from 
Chicago on the limited express right after 
the dispatch was sent by Chief Hubbard to 
Inspector Byrnes he would reach Albany at 
ten minutes past 1 o’clock. It was then 2 
o’clock, and hetoldthe lawyer to hurry off 
and wire Gov. Hill not to grant the requisi- 
tion until they could present a defense. 
Before the lawyer’s return the prisoners 
were again taken before the Justice and the 
complaint of Detective Von Gerichten was 
read to them, charging that they were 
guilty of the crime of murdering Patrick 
Cronin on or about May 4 1889.” 
They said they were “ Not guilty and could

five days to await a requisitian from the Ex- 
ecutive. When a reporter asked Maroney 
what he had to say he exciaimed: ‘I’ve 
this much to say of Mr. Luke Dillon—that 
he is making a pretense of helping the Chi- 
cago’ detectives to find the murderer of Dr. 
Cronin for the purpose, and no other, 
of scandalizing the friends of Alex- 
ander Sullivan. If a man was in Tim- 
buctoo or China and was a friend of 
Sullivan’s that man Dillon would secure his 
arrest to dishonor him. He is trying to raise 
himself up by dragging his opponents down, 
and from an ordinary slippermaker he has 
climbed to what he vow is in that way. I 
can prove in any Chicago court in five min- 
utes that I never had anything to do w.th 
the murder of Cronin, and that I know no 
more how it was done or why it was done 
than does that table there.“ 
HAS A GRUDGE AGAINST DILLON. 

Maroney concluded by saying that he 
would make matters as lively as possible for 
Mr. Dillon when he got to Chicago, if he was 
taken there. When the reporter asked him 
about his wife evidently knowing McDonald 
he said that she had not seen him since he 
visited their house in Philadelphia. He him- 
self had not seen McDonald 1n this city more 
than twice, and was only indifferently friend- 
ly with nim. 

McDonald said that he came from Phila- 
delphia four years ago the 27th of this month. 
He had worked for some time as foreman in 
the blacksmith shop of the Adams Express 
Company in Jersey City. He next was em- 
ployed for a while in Gus“ Hagger- 
dorn’s shop, No. 729 Eleventh avenue. 
For the last thirteen months he has worked 
in Johnson’s shop, No. 758 First avenue, and 
during that time has never been out of the 
city five minutes. Frank Meluarey, he said, 
had slept with him every nicht for thirteen 
months in his boarding-house, No. 154 East 
Forty-first street. Any one who doubted 
that fact, he said, could easily have his 
doubts removed by seeing McInarey. 

The only time I ever met Dillon,” said 
McDonald, “was May 1 last. when I hada 
drink with him and some friends in the Van- 
derbilt House. Dr. McCahey and Joseph 
Conner were with us at the time. We were 
around together for two days and niglits 
attending a meeting. Dillon never spoke a 
word to me about the Cronin murder. I can- 
not understand my arrest at ail. I never 
served as an officer in the Clan-na-Gael a day 
except in some officer’s absence. It is about 
eight years since I first joined the order.“ 

The lawyers hurried off to see if they 
could not get writs of habeas corpus, and 
the prisoners bade their friends good- 
by, shaking hands with each indi- 
vidual. After this they were led 
‘below into the Tombs. They were both 
put in Cell No. 51 on the second tier. 
Before going inside Maroney said that he 
had put in a bad night at police headquar- 
ters. There are no feathers in the beds 
there,“ he declared. 

Lawyer Neuberger later secured a writ of 
habeas corpus for Maroney, calling for him 

to be produced in Supreme Court chanibers 
June 14. 
THE WRITS ISSUED. 

Lute this afternoon Judge Andrews issued 
writs of habeas corpus for the produc- 
tion of John J. Maroney and Charles 
McDonald in his court Friday morning 
at 10:30. The writs were seryed on Warden 
Osborne of the Tombs, where the prisoners 
were taken about 50’clock. The authorities 
were reticent about the matter, but 
admitted that they had received 
the writs. The frm of G. 8. 
Gut & Co., wholesale dry goods deal- 
ers, with which Maroney was for- 


merly connected in business, is still 


in existence, having removeda few doors. 


away from the former location at No. 350 
Canal street. One of the representatives of 
the firm said today that he ‘knew compara- 
tively little about Maroney personally and 
was entirely ignorant of his connection with 
Irish politics. 

The friends of the two men continue to as- 
sert their innocence, and evidence in their 
favor in the way of abibis continue to 
come in. Not only does McDonald’s 
boarding-house landlady declare positive- 
ly that he has not missed a meai there tor 
a year, but his employer, John Johnson of 
No. 758 First avenue, and six blacksmiths 
who worked by his side say he has not 
missed a day’s work for six months. 
Maj. Fitzpatrick is equally positive about 
Maroney. “I will give the name ot 
a man who saw Maroney in my pres- 
ence May 4,” said the Major yester- 
day, the day Cronin was killed. He is 
Capt. James Murphy and he has only recent- 
ly got a posiwuon in the Iaternal Revenue De- 
partment. We were all together that day. 
Now, how could Maroney have been in Chi- 
cago?”’ 

McDonald is the larger of the two men. 
He is a powerful man, broad shouldered, 
deep chested, and muscular. His brow is 
low, almost beetling; his eyes are dark and 
his jaw is heavy and square. His identifica- 
tion will always be easy so long as he wears 
the big, flowing black mustache which 
now conceals the lower part of his 
face. During all the proceedings 
in the court-room he kept silent, taking little 
part in what was going on, but listening at- 
tentively. When a question was put to him 
he answered it intelligently and briefly, 
using good language. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT MARONEY, 


Under the Alias of Melville“ He Seems to 
Have Been Prominent. 

New York, June 12.—[Special.]—John 
Brady, the man named by Chief of Police 
Hubbard in his telegram to [nspector Byrnes 
as competent to identify Maroney and Mo- 
Donald, was seen at his home, No. 227 East 
Twenty-ninth street, this evening. He is an 
Officer in the New York branch 
of the *Cian-na-Gael, and is foreman 
for the Matt Taylor Paving Company 
of this city. He said that he had never seen 
Maroney, and never saw McDonald but once 
or twice, and then but for a short time, and 
would therefore be unable to identify them. 
He said, though, that he knew Maroney to 
be a tool of Sullivan, and a man who 
Was generally disliked and _ distrusted 
by the members of the Clau-na-Gael out- 
side of the Sullivan faction. He knew 
nothing about McDonald’s character other 
than that heissulien and reticent. 
Maroney and McDonald, according to Mr. 
Brady, have been around this city for some 
months, but he says he has learned on good 
authority that they were both away from 
New York when the murder occurred. 

William A. Pinkerton arrived here early 
this morning. People in Chicago sup 
posed that his trip to New York was indica- 
tive of important revelations in the celebrat- 
ed murder case at this end of the line. 
But this Mr. Pinkerton emphatically denies, 
He says that his trip is purely on personal 
matters and has nothing to do with the 
Cronin case. His wife and two daughters are 
to leave fer Europe in the Servia tomorrow, 
and he came trom Chicage to attend them on 
board ship and see them comfortably started. 
As to the Cronin tragedy he said he had no 
facts toimpart. Hedid not, as a detective, 
admire the way in which the case had been 
handled. A deplorable feature of the hunt 
for the murdering conspirators, he said, was 
the large number of Clan-na-Gael men on 
the Chicago police force. Some of ‘these 
nad beer active in the Anarchist agitations 
in a discreditable way, and they were in 
possession of facts in that connection that 
would prove exceedingly embarrassing to 
some of their superior officers if they should 
be published. Under this condition of things 
it was not surprising that the officials 
whose duty it was to ferret out the mystery 
had been misied and deceived long enough to 
enable the conspirators to destroy as far as 
possible the evidences of their complicity in 
the crime. He had no doubt, however, but 
that the murder was planned and ordered by 
a faction of the Clan-na-Gael, and that the 
authorities were on the right track in their 
search for the murderers. 

The history of John J. Maroney is inti- 
mately bound up with the plots of the dyna- 
mite branch of the Irish army of agitation 
for several years. A suspected dynamiter, 
Joseph Coan, died suddenly in South London 
Oct. 26, 1887. An exhaustive investigation 
by the English authorities showed 
the alias of Brown he

nad maintained lodgings in Lambeth road, 


where he was visited by Gen. Millen and by 
one Melville of Philadelphia,” who is sap- 
posed, on pretty good authority, to be, none 
other than John J. Maroney. There were 
other “patriots” in 
France during the Queen's jubilee, 
most of them from Philadelphia,... but 
they scattered every way when the rumor 
of an Irish conspiracy to assassinate the 
Queen was made public. Michael Harkins, 
Burchell, and Melville“ were from Phila- 
delphia. Harkins went to England under 
the alias of “* Escott,” and it was he who 
went to Coan’s rooms and took his keys after 
his death. Millen operated from France and 
when an English detective encountered him 
at Boulogne and warned him that he knew 
of the plot against the Queen he skurried 
first to Paris, then to Brussels, then to Rot- 
terdam, and then to Amsterdam, where he 
took ship Oct. 22 for New York with his wife 
and daughter. 

Melville,“ when he first appeared in Lon- 
don, seemed to be hard up. He took mean 
lodgings in Gladstone street, and was in 
needy circumstances. He went to Paris and 
saw Dennehy and Maloney, financial 
agents of the Irish Nationalists. 
„Melville“ was constantly in the com- 
pany of a Miss Kennedy, with whom he 
traveled through Ireland and then to Lon- 
don, living on the fat of the land. They 
sailed for New York together Sept. 17. In 
New York Miss Kennedy was arrested 
for smuggling. „% Melville’s ”’ address 
was always given, Care of John Maroney, 
No. 925 Tenth avenue, New York,” but no 
such man as Melville“ was ever known 
there. While *Melyille” was in Europe 
Maroney was absent from No. 925 
Tenth avenue, and when Melville“ 
and Miss Kennedy came to New York, 
Maroney and the present Mrs. Maroney 
suddenly turned up together. The Liverpool 
police declared that Melville“ was identi- 
fied with the convicts Cunningham and Bur- 
ton, and the deceased Joseph Coan, alias 
Lyons, in the attempts to blow up the Tower 
of London and the House of Commons. 


EXCITEMENT IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Suallivan’s Arrest the Topic of Conversation 
Among Irishmen—Their Sentiments. 

New York, June 12.—[Special.]—The news 
of the arrest of Alexander Sullivan in Chi- 
cago on a charge of complicity in the murder 
of Dr. P. H. Cronin was the sole topic of con- 
versation among Irishmen today. But although 
every lrishman was talking to his fellows 
on the subject few whose views are worth 
having were willing to talk for publication. 
The general remark made was that the 
law had undertaken to solve this 
abominable murder conspiracy, to place 
the responsibility for its conception and 
execution where it belonged, and that the 
law should be allowed to take its course. The 
feeling, however, that a lasting disgrace 
has been inflicted on the Irish people 
as a ruce, and that strong and vigor- 
ous action must be taken to remove it, 
has taken adeep hold on the great majority 
of New York Nationalists, and whoever may 
be guilty the general desire is to see them 
hanged. It was generally agreed by those 
best informed on the subject that with the ar- 
rest of Maroney and McDonald the New 
York end of the case would be left untouched 
for a time, although it is more than hinted 
chat proofs of a conspiracy to murder a num- 
ber of men are being accumulated, and that 
more than one New-Yorker will see the in- 
side of a prison cell before the matter is 
tinally disposed of. 

There was some fauit found today by 
Clan-na-Gael men with the Chicago 
Coroner’s jury report declaring that 
secret societies like the Clan-na-Gael 
were contrary to the spirit of American 
institutions. Members of the society de- 
clared that this statement was unjust and 
caiculated to give the American public a 
wroug impression of the Clan-na-Gael. John 
Breslin said to a reporter: 

There are few, if any, Clan-na-Gael men 
who are not also American citizens, 
and you will find that they are 
American citizens first and secret society 
men second. The Clan-na-Guel is openly 
a physical force society. It is composed pri- 
marily of Irishmen who bave the cause of 
Ireland most at heart after their allegiance 
to their adopted country.”’ 

„As an American citizen,” asked the re 
porter, do you think the Clau-na- Gael con- 
trary to American institutions!“ 

As Irishmen,”’ said Mr. Breslin, we are 
ready, willing, and anxious to take ad- 


vantage of anything or any event which 


would be of advantage to Ireland. 
If America should become embroiled with 
England on account of any difficulty regard- 
ing Ireland we would be doubly glad 
to join in America's cause. We 
would be first American citizens 
and soldiers, and second Irish patriots. 
But as for doing anything or causing any- 
thing to be done which would occasion diffi- 
culty between America and England that is 
far from our intentions or desires. We are 
American citizens.’’ 

But do you adhere strictly to American 
ideas in the physical force principles 
which the Clan-na-Gael openly avows?’ 
asked the reporter. 

“That is the one risk we run,“ said Mr. 
Breslin. We may at some time or an- 
other break the neutrality laws. We 
admit this plainly. We do this, if 
indeed we should do it, not as 
American citizens butas Irishmen. In do- 
ing it we are willing, as individuals and as a 
society, to incur punishment from the Unit- 
ed States as well as from England.“ 
“Suppose the United States Government 
should make a law as the result of this case 
prohibiting any secret societies having such 
objects as the Clan-na-Gael has!“ 

„The United States would never pass such 
alaw. It would be un-American and mon- 
archical. If it did the Clan-na-Gael would 
still exist. Irish secret societies have existed 
under the nose of the English Government 
for years and could exist under the prohib- 
ition of this or any other Government.“ 


He Has Not Reached Albany. 

New. York, June 12.—[Special.|—It was 
supposed' that Detective Farrell, who was 
sent from Springfield, III., with requisition 
papers for Maroney and McDonald, would 
stop at Albany on his way here to get Gov. 
Hill's approval of the requisition documents, 
A dispatch from Albany says the detective 
has not been seen there and that no applica- 
tion fora requisition has been made. Tne 
application may be made tomorrow. In the 
meantime the two men are said by some per- 
sons to be making preparations to fight their 
extradition, to Chicago. McDonald’s case 
will probably be fought the hardest. Their 
plans have not yet been fully developed and 
will not be until formal application for their 
delivery to the Illinois authorities is made. 
Then, it is said, a bie fight may be expected, 
and both men will attempt to prove alibis 
either before the Governor or before some 
Judge on habeas corpus proceedings, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Requisitions upon the Governor of New 
York were issued yesterday by Gov. Fifer 
for the arrest of John J. Maroney and 
Charies McDonald, now under arrest in New 
York on suspicion of being the murderers 
of Dr. Patrick H. Cronin. The complaint 
and information asking for the requisinons 
was filed by Jonn J. Cronin, and the papers 
were brought to this city by Thomas J. 
Farrell, who has been designated as the mes- 
senger to New York for the prisoners. The 
complaint flied charges these men with the 
murder of Cronin, and states that there is 
good reason to believe that sufficient evi- 
dence can be adduced upon their return to 
Chicago to convict them of the crime. Far- 
rell left on a Wabash train for New York at 
9 o’clock Tuesday night. 


There seems to be some mystery about 
the departure of Detective Farrell 
for New York with requisition papers 
for Maroney and cDonald. One 
statement is that the detective left Spring- 
fieid ‘luesday night for New York; the other 
is that Farrell came to Chicago, picked up

HE WISHES HIS RELEASE. 


ALEXANDER SULLIVAN APPLIES FOR 
A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUs, 


The Prisoner and His Attorneys Appear 
Before Judge Tuley and Set Up the 
Plea That He Was Committed to Jail 
on Insufficient Evidence—The Court 
Will Read the Testimony Before the 
Coroner’s Jury and Give Hig Decision 
Friday.

Judge Tuley was selected to hear the ap- 
plication fer a writ of habeas corpus by 
Alexander Sullivan’s attorneys yesterday. 
There was a consultation in the morning be- 
tween Judge Tuley and A. 8. Trude, Mr. Sul- 
livan’s law partner, Thomas G. Windes, and 
Duncan & Gilbert, whom Sullivan has re- 
tained in addition to Mr. Trude. 

At 2 o’clock they presented the Judge with 
a petition signed by Sullivan himself. The 
Judge gave notice that he would call the mat- 
ter up at4o’clock. The petition was as fol- 
lows: 

STATE OF ILLINOIS, COUNTY OF COOK, 88.— 
To the Honorable the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty: Your petitioner, Alexander Sullivan of said 
Cook County, complaining, shows that he is de- 
tained and imprisoned in the jail of said County 
of Cook by C. R. Matson, Sheriff and failer of 
said county, by virtue of a certain warrant for 
the commitment of the petitioner on the charge 
in said warrant set forth, a copy of which is 
hereto annexed, and upon no other charge or au- 
thority whatsoever; which detention and im- 
prisonment of the petitioner are unjust and con- 
trary to law. 

Your petitioner further says that said warrant 
was issued by said Coroner of Cook County 
under no authority other than the verdict of a 
Coroner’s jury appointed to make inquiry ac- 
cording to law as to how one Patrick H. Cronin, 
late of said Cook County, deceased, came to his 
death, which said verdict was rendered June 11. 
1889, and is, as your petitioner is informed and 
believes, in the words and figures following—to 
wit. [Here is set forth in full the Coroner’s 
jury's verdict. ] 

Your petitioner further says that the said ver- 
dict, as your petitioner is informed and believes, 
is insufficient in law to authorize or warrant the 
commitment of your petitioner to said County 
Jail and the denial of your petitioner of the right 
to give bail. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

Your-petitioner further says that, as he is in- 
formed and believes, the evidence produced be- 
fore and heard by said Coroner’s jury upon which 
said verdict was based was wholly insufficient to 
justify the commitment of your petitioner on any 
charge whatsoever; that there was no competent 
evidence, direct or circumstantial, offered or ad- 
mitted against him tending to prove that he was 
guilty of the murder of Patrick H. Cronin, or an 
accessory thereto, or had guilty knowledge there- 
of, or knowledge of any plot or conspiracy to ac- 
complish the same; that the said Coroner at said 
inquest permitted a large number of witnesses to 
testify to statements allegedto have been made 
by said Cronin in his lifetime as to what he, said 
Cronin, suspected in relation to your peti- 
tioner, and that said Coroner at 
said inquest likewise permitted a large 
amount of incompetent and wholly irrelevant 
testimony to be introduced by said jury caleu- 
lated to prejudice said jury against your peti- 
tioner without shedding any light upon the ques- 
tion being investigated, and that the verdict ren- 
dered, so far as it reflected on the conduct of 
your petitioner, was the result of passion and 
prejudice of the said jury, created by the incom- 
petent and irrelevant testimony permitted by 
said Coroner to be heard by said jury. 

Your petitioner further says that the testimony 
heard by saig Coroner's jury was so voluminous 
that it is impracticable to set out the same or 
the substance thereof in this petition. 

Your petitioner further says that he is not 
guilty of the crime with which he is charged by 
said verdict, and that he has had no connection 
whatever with the murder of vaid Patrick H. 
Cronin. 

Wherefore, to be relieved from which said de- 
tention and imprisonment your petitioner now 
applies, praying that a writ of habeas corpus 
directed to the said C. R. Matson, Sheriff, as 
aforesaid, may issue in this behalf, pursuant to 
the statute. so that the petitioner may be forth-

SULLIVAN IN COURT. 

Promptly at 4 o’clock the attorneys ap- 
peared before Judge Tuley. The prisoner 
was a little late, but when he came, preced- 
ing by a pace Sheriff Matson and a Deputy 
Sheriff, he was outwardly calm, nor did his 
looks indicate that the preceding night had 
been an uneasy one. 

Sullivan greeted only his attorneys as he 
took a seat by the side of Mr. Trude, 

The court-room was crowded. Among 
those present were Coroner Hertz, Henry 
Brown, Thomas G. Windes and Edward R. 
McArdle, Sullivan’s law partners, and a 
number of members of the bar. A. S. Trude, 
ex-State Senator Duncan, and Hiram G. Gil- 
bert represented Mr. Sullivan, and State’s 
Attorney Longenecker and his assistan 
Mr. Bakery represented the State. : 

“Ts this petition for Mr. Sullivan’s release 
or his admission to bail!“ asked Judge Tuley. 

„% For either,” said Mr. Trude. “We ask 
for his release if no indictment has been re- 
turned against him. If there 1s ar indict- 


ment then we ask to have him admitted to 


bail. We base our petition upon the state- 
ment that there is no evidence against Alex- 
ander Sullivan except idle gossip, and that 
the evidence is insufficient to hold him on 
the charge of murder. We ask the State’s 
Attorney to produce one witness before the 
bar of the court to submit one piece of legal 
evidence against the accused.“ 

“This is your case, not ours,” said Mr. 
Longenecker. “I understand that you don’t 
set out the evidence taken before the Cor- 
oner’s jury.“ 

„Because we don’t know what it was, ex- 
cept from the newspapers,”’ said Mr. Trude. 
„ We assert that there is no evidence against 
the petitioner, and that is sufficient.” 

MR. LONGENECKER’S DEMURRER 

„It is unnecessary in such a petition,” 
said Mr. Longenecker, ** that the evidence on 
which the prisoner has been committed shall 
be set forth. 1 understand that has not been 
done in this case. The Coroner has had the 
case and the jury has reached a verdict. 
These gentlemen come here and draw e con- 
clusions as to the competency of the evidence 
offered. Weare not bound to answer that. 
If they object to the evidence on which the 
verdict was based they must present that 
evidence in their petition. I offer a de- 
murrer to the petition on these grounds.“ 

Attorney Trude suggested that tne State’s 
Attorney had better know to what he was 
demurring. He had not yet read the pe- 
tition. 

Vo you expect to demur on the statement 
of opposite counsel?’’ asked the Judge. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker retired to 
read the petition. After he nad read it he 
renewed his demurrer on the ground that 
the evidence was not set out. 

„The petitioners state,” said the State’s 
Attorney. that the evidence is not sufficient; 
that they believe the evidence before the 
jury was whoily insufficient to hold the 
prisoner on any charge whatever, and the 
passion and prejudice of the jury created 
by the incompetent testimony presented by 
the Coroner were the cause of the verdict. 
The court will see that all the petition sets 
out is conclusions. They must set out the 
evidence, if not verbatim at least in sub- 
stance. The court does not know from that 
petition anything about the evidence which 
was presented before the Coroner’s jury. 
The court is to determine whether the jury 
was warranted in holding the prisoner, and 
it must have the evidence and not the 
accused’s conclusions before it can answer.”’ 
Mr. Longenecker cited the case of Klepper 
in the Twenty-second Illinois, where it was 
held that the court should rely on the pre- 
sumptions of the committing officer rather 
than on the unsupported statement of the 
accused or his counsel. It was there stated 
that the accused’s statement of the insuffi 
ciency of the evidence was a conclusion 
which he was insompetent to arrive at. 

MR. DUNCAN’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Duncan replied to Mr. Longenecker. 
He said the case of Sullivan and that of 
Kiepper were different. In Klepper’s case 
he was personally before a committing Mag- 
istrate, while Sullivan’s commitment was 
made on the finding of a Coroner’s jury.

He 
said that neither he nor his client knew what 
the evidence was except by newsvaper re- 
ports, Then the court suggested that if 
Mr. Sullivan were not satisfied to 
leave the matter entirely with him he 
could cross-examine certain witnesses on the 
stand, but the State’s Attorney would also 
be allowed to put in evidence. Thereupon 
Mr. Trude consulted with Sullivan, who 
agreed to leave the evidence with the court 
to decide if it were sufficient to hold him. 
The court said he would consider it legally 
without prejudice, but could not promise to 
get through with the matter before Friday 
morning. Sullivan was remanded to jai 
therefore, until 10 o’clock Friday morning, 


at which time the court thinks he will have - 


finished reading the evidence. If the eyi- 
dence is not sufficient in the court’s opinion 
he can discharge the accused if no indict- 
ment is returned by the grand jury, and ad- 
mit him to bail if there is an indictment.

They astound him also by 
declaring that this and that acquaintance of 
his has changed from annexation to opposi- 
tion, all of which probably in a day or two 
he finds to be false, or would if he took pains 
inquire.

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES aT THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, 


A Large Gathering of Friends and Alumni 
Witness the Distribution of Diplomas— 
Twenty-seven Young Men and Women 
Started in Life—Eradite Discourses on 
Matters of Mighty Import—Science, Lit- 
erature, and Politics Freely Handled 
Other Schools. 


Cuampaicn, III., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Twenty-seven proud young men and maidens 
fair, with blue-ribboned parchment diplomas 
under their arms, marched down the univer- 
sity steps into the wide world today. The 
commencement exercises as a whole will 
compare fayorably with any in the history of 
the university, although the graduating 
class is not so large as that of last year or the 
year before. Thisis partially explained by 
the fact that many of this year’s class ac- 
cepted important scientific and mechanical 
positions before their time of graduation. 

The great drill-room where the commence- 
ment exercises were held presented an in- 
spiring picture at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Ine walls, the stage, and the ceiling were a 
study in green. Evergreens and ferns were 
scattered every where in r. profusion. 
Festoons and flags hung about the windows 
and high rafters, and on either side of the 
stage were massed an army of palms. The 
drill-room was arranged to seat 1,400 spec- 
tators, and every available foot of space was 
occupied. In the centre of the stage sat Re- 
gent Peabody in the midst of a group of uni- 
versity trustees. Behind, in the rear of the 
stage, sat 200 members of the alumni associa- 
tion. On the right sat twenty-seven paipi- 
tating graduates, and in the bestarched and 
befrilled throng at the front were scores of 
admiring relatives. 

The exercises were begun by the Impe- 
rial Quartette of Chicago, which sang 
„America.“ Then the Rev. J. Allen- 
der made the invocation. Charles Wes- 
ley Briggs delivered the first oration. It 
was The Essential Element of Genius,“ and 
wus simply an elaborauon of the truism that 


genius is merely the capacity for taking in- 


finite pains. 

Frederick Marsh Bennett, who followed, 
delivered one of the best efforts of the day. 
It was styled the Recoil of Piracy,” and 
dealt with the international copyright ques- 
tion. This countrv, he said, is the Barbary 
Coast of literature, and we, as a nation, are 
the buccaneers. The country’s future 
— 2 lies largely in its young and 
unknown authors, and could she not 
exercise a protective system over this the 
same as other infant industries. Our coun- 
try’s education depends on our literature, 
and from the copyright aspect we are fifty 
years behind the times. 

James Livingston Lewis followed on the 
Monroe doctrine. We should cherish, he 
said, tnat legacy of our forefathers as a 
priceless gift. Let us restrict the political 
schemes of the Eastern World to their own 
shores; we want none of them on ours. There 
is no reason why we should share the fate 
of their tax-impoverished and downtrodden 
people. 

Natnan Austin Weston spoke on “The 
Servitude of Ireland“; Luther Sherman 
Ross on The Egoist’’; Horace Dunaway re- 
viewed The Life and Character of John 
Bright,“ and explained why the world was 
better for his having lived init; Oliver 
Stephen Moles devoted fifteen minutes to 
telling that Intelligence and Morality Were 
the Only True asis of Good Citizen- 
ship“; Myrtle Sparks gave liberal illustra- 
tions to prove that apparent calamities were 
really biessings and rot curses; and Albert 
Carver spoke about the scientific progress 
the world has made. 

The majority of the graduating students 
took optional courses and hence did not ap- 
pear in the oratorical fieid.

STARVING MINERS IN INDIANA, 


Thousands of People at Brazil Suffering for 
Lack of Food. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 12.—[Special.]— 
W. B. Roberts, Gov. Hovey’s private secre- 
tary, who was sent to Brazil to make an in- 
vestigation relative to the condition of the 
Clay County miners, has returned to Indi- 
anapolis. He says that there are thousands 
of people in the mining district who are des- 
titute and near the.verge of starvation. 
Many of the families have eaten nothing but 
bread and water for weeks. The Relief 
Committee continue to distribute rations, but 
the supply is diminishing instead of increas- 
ing. The Governor will, if be finds the des- 
titution such as to make assistance 
absolutely necessary, issue a proclama- 
tion urging the people of tne 
State to contribute as liberally as 
possible to the relief fund. They will hold a 
conference with a committee representing 
the miners tomorrow. A delegation of the 
operators called upon him today to make a 
statement of their side of the trouble with 
the miners, and to protest against any official 
interference with the strike. They claim 
that the changes effecting the market make 
it impossible for them to pay more than 70 
cents, and if the men cannot take that work 
wilinever be resumed. It is charged that 
back of all the agitation there is some poli- 
tics and that the rival leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party, ex-Gov. Gray aud Senator Voor- 
hees, are each trying to use the condition of 
the idle men to win votes for themselves at 
the next election. : 


FAILURE OF A DAKOTA PRIVATE BANK. 


The Concern at Wahpeton. Owned by W. 
J. Vanderveer, Suspends Business. 

WauPpeTon, Dak., June 12.—[Special.]—W. 
J. Vanderveer, President and virtual owner 
of the Bank of Wahpeton, made an assign- 
ment this morning to J. W. Blanding. The 
failure resuited from lack of capital to carry 
on business and from lack of confidence in 
The lack of capital is not en- 
tirely accounted for, although it is alleged 
that Mr. Vanderveer did not have over $6,000 
with which to start the business. Itis sup- 
posed that his business has consisted largely 
in commissions for vlacing loans on real es- 
tate for Eastern parties. The assets are sup- 
posed to be under $20,000 and the liabilities 
not far from the same amount. The exact 
figures will not be known until the inventory 
is filed. i 

It is supposed that investors whose funds 
Mr. Vanderveer has been handling have re- 
cently withdrawn them from his hands, thus 
reducing his business below a paying basis. 
His own statement is that he has been doing 
a losing business and decided that he had 
better stop while he could pay nearly or 
perhaps quite 100 cents on the dollar. 


DEATH OF A SOUTHERN MILLIONAIRE 


Dr. Andrew Simonds, the Richest Man in 
South Carolina, Dead, 
CHARLESTON, S. C., June 12.—[Special. ]— 
Dr. Andrew Simonds, reputed to be the 
richest man in South Carolina, died of 
peritonitis here tonight. He was a descend- 
ant of John C. Calhoun, the great nullifier, 
and commenced life in Illinois as a school 
teacher. While teaching school he studied 
medicine. In 1858 he came to this State, mar- 
ried a kinswoman, who was a Calhoun, and 
then started business as a merchant. Inside 
of three years he acquired a fortune and 
then entered upon the business of a banker. 
W hile other men were ruined by the war he 
succeeded. Everything he touched seemed 
to turn to gold. In 1566 he organized the 
first National bank ever started in the re- 
constructed South. At the time of his death 
he was the virtual owner of three banks. It 
was his boast that he made his big fortune in 
Government bonds. His estate is variousiy 
estimated at from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000.

TWO INDIANA MURDERERS TAKEN 
FROM JAIL AND HANGED. 


Devine and Tennyson, Who Murdered Farm- 
er LeMay Near fCorydon, Ind., a Few 
Days Ago, Pay the Penalty of Their 
Crime—Their Bodies Left Swinging from 
a Bridge Near the Scene of Their Crime. 


Conrpox, Ind., June 13—2 a. m. [Spe- 
olal.]—At a late hour last night a mob be- 
gan to form about the County Jail, where 
Devine and Tennyson are confined. Ever 
since the prisoners were brought here there 
have been threats of jynching, but the Sher- 
iff paid little attention to them. 

At midnight the mob had grown until 
it numbered about 200. They were 
quiet but determined men. At 1:30 
o’clock they made a rush for the 
jail. The doors were not strong and the 
mob soon had them open. The prisoners 
had been asleep, but the noise at the door 
awoke thém. 

The leaders of the mob hastened to the 
cell in which Devine and Tennyson were 
confined. The door was wrenched off, 
and after a brief but flerce strug- 
gle the men were dragged out 
of the jail and ropes were placed about their 
necks. 

The struggling persons were dragged by 
the mob to the bridge just west of town. The 
ropes were tightened about their necks and 
they were thrown from the bridge. The 
ropes were fastened to posts and the bodies 
of the murderers. were left hanging there. 
The men comprising the mob were not dis- 
guised in any way. 

The story of the crime is as follows: 
Last Friday afternoon Devine and Tenny- 
son came to the house of Lemay, a 
farmer, and announced themselves as 
cattle buyers who wanted to  »pur- 
chase stock for shipment. They were 


shown around the farm, and after inspect- 
ing Lemay’s cattle were invited to remain 
Soon after entering the house 


for supper. 
the two men drew pistols and ordered Lemay 
to give up what money he had. Instead of 
complying he started to run and was shot dead 
as he was passing through the kitchen door. 


Lemay's niece, who was in an adjoining 


room, ran in at the sound of the pistoi shots 
and was also shot and seriously wounded. 
Ine men made their escape, but an alarm 
Was given and they were finally captured 
and lodged in jail. 


SMOOTH FACES IN FASHION. 


The Latest Whim of the Young Men Who 
Pretend to Be in Style. 

New York Sun: It is becoming fashion- 
able for men toshave their beards and go 
around with smooth faces. This applies par- 
ticularly to the young men who have been 
wearing close-cropped pointed beards and 
mustaches as long as the points of their 
beards. It is not considered the best of form 
for these young men to be seen ina public 
barber shop. Of course to have their faces 
constantiy smooth they must shave them- 
seives or get shaved somewhere, but there is 
beginning to be a prejudice against sitting ina 
line in a public barber shop, just as there has 
been for sometime against sitting on the pub- 
lic bootblack stands at the street corners. A 
man must have his shoes shined, unless he 
wears patent leather or russet shoes, and 
even then they need some looking after, but 
he is expected to have the work done in some 
place where he will not be seen during the 
process. 

Tnis recent whim against appearing in the 
public barber shops will not hurt the barber 
shops any more than the prejudice against 
public bootblack stands among the same class 
of men has seriously injured the business of 
tne bootblacks. 
attention to all these things is not so large as 
to hurt the trade of more than a dozen 
places. 

The theory of it is that a man is shaved by 
his valet and that every man who ean afford 
to be sufficiently good form to pay attention 
to all these things has enough money or credit 
to have a valet; or, if he has not a valet, 
to make a bluff at it. Ou the same assump- 
tion that his man looks after his clothes. and 
shoes is the other assumption that his man 
also shaves him. No.fashionable young man 
would be seen taking his clothes to his 
tailor’s to be pressed, and though most of 
them who have the creases in their trousers 
frequently renewed get the work done at 
their tailor’s they make a pretense of having 
it done by their man, and to the other duties 
ol this man, in Many cases a supposititious 
being, is added the care of his master’s face. 

This fashion of the smooth-shaven face is 
said to have come from the actors. Just as 
actresses influence the styles of dress of 
women, actors have been to a iess extent in- 
fluencing the apparel and appearance of a 
certain ciass of men. The way of wearing 
the nair which was prevalent a year or two 
ago was begun by actors. Almost all actors 
have smooth faces, especially almost all the 
actors who pose on the stage and who attract 
dudiences of women to admire them. 

The fashion of having a smooth face is just 
coming in, and it has not yet been taken up 
to a great extent. A man may sacrifice his 
beard, but ifhe hasa bad mouth or a face 
which would be harsh in outline without the 
curves of his mustache to change it, he will 
not abandon his present advantages quickly.

There 
is not a single drug known to medical sci- 
ence which will of itself at once and perma- 
nently cure a nervous headache. On the 
other hand drugs are not always needed. A 
complete change of air and circumstances 
will usually take away the pain in ten 
or twelve hours. Perfect rest of a 
durauon proportioned to the severit 
and long continuance of the symptoms wi 
make the cure permanent. There are, of 
course, methods of relieving and diminishing 
the pain until such time as it may be possi - 
bie to obtain the complete rest. But the rest 
is the thing to be secured at all costs. If rot, 
the pain goes from bad to worse ana the risk 
from less to greater. The final consequence 
it is impossible to predict, except that u 
breakdown sooner or later is inevitable, and 
the breakdown may be tor a year or for 
„ A nervous headache is a danger 
signal; if it be frequent the danger is in- 
creased; and, if continuous, a catas 
trophe is imminent. The driver must put 
on- his brakes at all hazards, or he will 
probably soon have a leap for his life. There 
are few sets of circumstancesin which it is 
a man’s duty to go on with his work when he 
is in this condition, at all risks. Even a 
threatened bankruptcy had better be risked 
than a threatened life. Besides,a man who 
is inthe unyielding grip of a permanent 
headache is not reaily the best judge of bis 
own circumstances. @ magnifies and dis- 
torts things amazingly. He takes counsel of 
his fears and abandons his hope and courage 
altogether.

THE PRESIDENT AND ANTI-MAHONEITES. 


A Delegation Calis at the White House and 
Is Cordially Received. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jane 12.—The delega- 
tion of Virginia Representatives opposed to 
Gen. Mahone which was appointed at the 
conference held in this city the th of May, 
at which time an open letter was addressed 
to Gen. Mahone, called upon the President 
today according to appointment. 

The members of the delegation were 
cordially received by President Harrison and 
were with him for twenty minutes or more. 
The speakers suid substantially that as free- 
men they could not submit to the control 
of the Mahone party in Virginia. It 
is stated by members of the delega- 
tion that, in repiying to the remarks ad- 
dressed to him, the President said that he 
did not think it was a part of his functions 
to undertake to settle party disputes; that, so 
far as he was concerned, he did not intend to 
give recognition toanv one faction in the 
party, and that he had expressed the same 
views to adelegation of the Mahone Repub- 
licans which called on him yesterday. The 
President further said that he earnestly de- 
sired harmony and party success in Virginia 
and disclaimed in positive terms that he had 
ever said that appointments in Virginia 
should be made only upon Gen. Mahone’s 
recommendation. 

At the conclusion of the President’s re- 
marks the delegation withdrew to its head- 
quarters at the Eobitt House, much pleased, 
the members expressing themselves as en- 
tirely satistied with the result of their inter- 
view. The communication addressed to Gen. 
Mahone above referred to has not been an- 
swered by him nor its receipt acknowledged.

Taking Stock at Westminster Abbey. 

Now that public attention is directed to West- 
minster Abbey and its overcrowded state it 
might be as well to take stock of the tenants at 
present in possession. Carlyle wrote that the 
British public have raised a set of the ugliest 
statues and to the most extraordinary persons 
ever seen under the sun.“ Walking round the 
nave of the Abbey one recognizes the truth of 
Carlyle’s remark. Roughly speaking,gthere are 
ninety-two monuments and memorial tablets in 
the nave, and out of ail these there are 
about six only which have an undoubted 
right to occupy the most sacred soil in England. 
Tne claims of Ben Jonson, Newton. Pitt, Fox, 
Wordsworth, and Darwin are beyond all ques- 
tion. After these come some half dozen of 
doubtful names and then a mob of forgotten doc- 
tors, dull Deans, and a whole crowd of tedious 
British matrons. A hundred years ago it seems 
only to have been necessary tor a military man 
to have been killed in action or a pious lady to 
have died in childbirth to entitle them to a place 
in the Abbey. Whatdoes posterity care about 
Mrs. Katherine Bovey and her thirty-six 
lines of epitaph recording her “vivacity 
in conversation !? For 164 years Mrs. Kath- 
erine bas crowded out her betters. Let her 
have notice to quit forthwith. I should like to 
know whether ail Pentonville road can show 
anything equal in bad taste to the monuments 
to Capt. Cornewall, Admiral Tyrrell, and Gen. 
Hargrave’ Capt. Cornewall got both his legs 
shot off in a sea fight off Toulon, and Parlia- 
ment put up this hideous monument to 
him, thirty-six feet hign, all a vast jum- 
ble of rocks, waves, writhing — sen- 
weed, and ciouds. Admiral Tyrrell, among 
sundry other achievements of the usual Dibdin 
description, had three fingers blown off, and 
the gigantic pancake monument was 
erected to record the fact. He was buried at 
sea—would that his monument were aiso! 1 
think. however, Gen. Hargrave’s monument

LY DAMAGED BY FIRE, 


A Spark from a Passing Locomotive Orig- 
inates the Flames, Which Destroy For- 
ty-three Buildings in the Business Part 
of the City—The Loss Estimated at 
$150,000, with Only About One- Half 
Insurance—Losses in Detail. 

GRINNELL, Ia., June 12.—[Special. }—About 
12:30 p. m. today fire was discovered in tne 
cupola of F. S. Treat & Co.’s grain elevator, - 
where it was supposed to have caught from 
a spark from a passing engine. On the dry 
shingle roof the flames spread rapidly. Al- 
most immediately the whole builaing was 
enveloped in flames. A brisk southwest wind 
was blowing, and the fire fairly flew to A. A. 
Foster & Co.’s farm implement store and the 
City Hall on the north. From the City Hall 
the fire spread to the Phelps Block, the poat- 
office, Seaman’s restaurant, Morrison Moln- 
tosh & Co.’s glove factory, the Herald office, 
and Boller Bros.’ hardware store. 

In less than an hour nearly every business 
building south of Fourth avenue and east of 
Main street was on fire. Goods were rapid- 
ly carried to the park. The militia was or- 
dered out to guard goods and the best of 
order prevailed. Efficient aid was furnished 
by the, Grinneil, Brooklyn, and Marsnall- 
town fire companies. The esumated loss is 
$150,000, hardly half covered by insurance. 
The tire was under control by 40’clock. Be- 
low is a partial estimate of losses: :

lt is no more than just that fair-minded and 


cool-headed peopie should hold their judg- 
ment in suspense until his side of the case 

nas been made known. 
It should be kept in mind that the evidence 


before a Coroner’s jury is of the lowest 
grade, and amounts to no more than that the 


circumstances seem to be strong enough to 
warrant the apprehension and detention of 
a delinquent for further investigation by a 
grand jury. It will require more and stronger 
testimony to warrant an indictment by that 
body than it does to hold the accused 
upon the Coroner’s warrant, and it will 
require vastly more testimony to convict 
than to indict and present tor trial.

Why 
should not the possession of a few $20 goid 


= pieces puff up the owner? 


Nor do the members seem to be aware of 
the fact that All’s not gold that glitters.” 
It may be that the vainglory which they 
have doubtless noticed in some of the breth- 
ren was inspired by the possession of 
‘watches which are gold in looks alone. They 

may never have heard of oroide or rolled 
gold, and may not know that a person can 
get the sembiance of a gold watch for a 
dollar.

On the other hand the conference showed 
its good sense by voting to have nothing to 
do with prohibition. The rules of the church 
forbid it to have any dicker with political or- 
ganizations, and it promptly and correctly 
decided that prohibition was not a moral but 
a political party. : 


THE INDICTMENT OF THE CLAN-NA-GAEL. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the 
Cronin case is unusually intelligent, well con- 
sidered, and comprehensive, and possesses 
the dignity that befits the subject. With the 
evidence that was brought before the jury it 
is not strange that they did not confine the 
verdict to the discovery of the cause and man- 
ner of death and a recommendation that cer- 


‘tain persons be heid for examination by the 


grand jury. It was impossible for the Cor- 
oner’s jury, after listening to the evidence 
touching the methods and purposes of the 
Cian-na-Gael Society and reading the docu- 
ments that confirmed it, not to condemn it in 
strong terms. They had testimony before 
them showing that the United Brotnerhood 
was anything but unitea and anything but 
fraternal; that 1t was composed of factions 
warring against each other; that money col- 
lected for unlawful purposes had been 
stolen; that it had betrayed its own agents 
to the enemy; that it sent men out on mis- 
sions of death, first robbing and then aban- 
doning them to their fate; that perjury and 
forgery, false pretense and robbery, were 
considered honorable weapons by some mem- 
bers of the Clan-na-Gael in carrying on their 
warfare against others; and that it 
was not contrary to the spirit or the 
practice of this revolutionary organization 
to murder a member who made himself in 
any way obnoxious. 

With such testimony before them the jury 
were warranted in adding to their verdict 
the declaration that “in our judgment all 
„secret societies whose objects are such as 
„the evidence shows those of the Clan- na- 
„Gael or United Brotherhood to be are not 
“in harmony with and are injurious to Amer- 
“ican institutions.“ 

The Coroner’s jury could not do less than 
this, and they might have made the indict- 
ment still stronger without offending public 
opinion. Tney could have said with truth and 
moderation not only that the Clan-na-Gael is 
not in harmony with and is injurious to 
American institutions but that it is danger- 
ous to American order, disloyal to Amer- 
ican government, destructive of American 
principles, repugnant to American ideas, and 
disgusting to all Americans who have any 
sense of justice, any regard for consistency, 
and any respect for the sanctity of human 
lite. The Clan-na-Gael, as set forth in this 
testimony, is organized cruelty, treachery, 
selfishness, inhumanity, and savagery. The 
American public will support the jury in its 
characterization and even emphasize it. The 
people have been doing some thinking during 
the last few weeks, and, tired and disgusted 
with plots and counterplots, conspiracies, 
wranglings, menaces of murder, and now 
actual homicide, wiil ferventiy hope that 
whatever other result the Cronin casé may 
have it may bring about the final exter- 
mination of the United Brotherhood. 


DYNAMITE IN WESTMINSLER ABBEY. 

It appears from Dr. Cronin’s report of the 
testimony taken before the Buffalo commit- 
tee that one of the witnesses was an individ- 
ual for whom the English Government was 
making eager search a little over four years 
ago, and on whom it would be glad egen now 
to lay its hands. His name is not given in 
Dr. Cronin’s notes—he 1s spoken of simply as 
the witness.“ The reason for this secret- 
liveness was that he was one of the two men 
who Jan. 24, 1885, caused the dynamite explo- 
sions in Westminster Abbey which injured a 
dozen persons, some of them seriously, and 
which, had the House of Commons chanced 
to be in session, would have cost scores of 
members their lives. Another member of 
the party, Cunningham, put in the Tower of 
London the dynamite which exploded that 
same day and injured a number of people. 
He was caught and isin prison for life. The 
persons who sent him to his fate allowed his 
mother to starve. . 

This Westminster Abbey explosion create 
more feeling in this country than any of the 
outrages that had preceded it. The United 
States Senate—Mr. Riddleberger alone vot- 
ing in the negative—adopted a resolution 
condemning it. Other resolutions of inquiry 
as to how far citizens of this country were 
concerned in the affair and a bill to punish 
crimes committed by the use of explosive 
compounds went to the committees and died 
a natural death. The testimony of this un- 


named Buffalo witness shows clearly that 


these crimes against a nation with which 
this country was at peace were conceived 
and perpetrated by citizens of this country. 
„The triangle at that time consisted of 
Sullivan, Boland, and Feeley. They were 
not the ones who hired men to go across tne 
water to blow up buildings and take inno- 
cent lives, but there is little moral doubt that 
Donovan and the man Maronev—one of 
those just arrested in New York in connec- 
tion with the Cronin case—did the hiring 
and were the agents of “the triangle.“ 
Since it appears that Maroney was willing to 
commit murder by wholesale in London 
there is no reason to think it impossible that 
it would be abhorrent to his finer feelings to 
do it by retail in Chicago. 

One would imagine that the four men who 
at the request of Clan-na-Gael officials took 
their lives in their hands would have been 
paid according to tneir services, especially 
when there was about a hundred thousand 
doliars at the disposal of those who. sent 
them. Such was not the case. The four men 
who went over and wno spent two months in 
Englaud were given in all 8500. The wit- 
ness was so poverty-stricken that ne had 
neither bed nor bedding on the ship on which 
he returned, and had to do his sleeping on a 
plank. Another had to sell his clothes to raise 
his passage money. These men sent on 
desperate jobs had to squeeze money out of 


‘their employers. The entire cost of the 


Westminster Abbey and Tower explosions, 
including the outlay for materials, was but 
$724. No wonder that Dr. Cronin and his 
sympathizers wanted to know what had been 
done with the restof the funds. No wonder 
that this witness ’’ was shocked when, on 
appealing to one high in the order to have 
the men on trial in London defended, he 
was told that “friendless men were better 
off in such cases.“ It was the beliet of the 
“triangle” or its agents that “dead men 
tell no tales — that it was better to get tnese 
feliows into a penitentiary as soon as possi- 
ble and forever close their mouths. 

The Buffalo witness was also horrified 
when he found that Mrs. Lomasney, whose 
husband had died in 1884 while trying to 
biow up London bridge, was destitute of 
clothing and food, with “nothing left her 
but poverty and pride.“ No republic has 
ever paralleled the ingratitude of this Fenian 
one. Mrs. Lomasney’s testimony reads thus: 


In the summer of 1885 I visited Mr. Alexander 
Sullivan. I went to inquire after my husband, as 
I was led to believe he was in possession of cer- 
tain facts. He did not know my condition, nor 
did he relieveme. He did send for a ticket to 
Detroit, with which 1 returned home. In Au- 
gust, 1886, I made known my condition, ana after 
advising me to sell my little store he asked me 
for a schedule of my liabilities; $200; he would 
attend to the matter. He gave me no money nor 

me any. He seemed anxious that I 
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should not communicate with any one in the 
city. He asked me if I was uainted with an 
one. I told him of James . Mr. S. said I shoul 
not mention his 9 name to any one, 
etc. I called on Q He 

Father Dorney. No help. 

Met Col. Richard Burke, and he, with some 
friends, assisted me. I know that Mr. Sullivan 
was the one that had a right to attend to this. 
Was afterward amazed that he did not. The 
dress I wore was a borrowed one. Several weeks 
after] wentto Mr. Sullivan and asked him a 
loan of $100; this he sent me; nothing since. I 
could not give up the store, as that would con- 
firm the belief that husband was dead orin the 
business. Thomas Tuite was the first to relieve 
my necessities. I had a letter sent by my hus- 
band when he was in Europe inclosing one from 
Mr. Alexander Sullivan, in which he said, in my 
letter. he asked for money. I afterward received 
a note from my husband saying he had received 
money from Mr, Sullivan; I don’t know the 
amount, 

Here Mr. S. admitted that Lomasney was sent 
by the organization. 

If Cronin’s notes are to be trusted Sullivan 
admitted that Lomasney was sent on his 
lawless errand by the “organization.” Such 
admissions are serious, for Lomasney’s mis- 
sion was a criminal one. 

Is there then room in this country for so- 
cieties which are engaged in this kind of 
business, for societies whose officers con- 
tract with men to commit wholesale mur- 
ders, and then starve and betray their tools 
that they themselves may have the more 
money to spend for their own personal bene- 
fit? The proposed extradition treaty with 
England fell through because there was a 
provision in it for the surrender of dynamit- 
ers. Is there any American who would ob- 


ject to the surrender of the men who exe- 


cuted or plotted the outrages detailed by the 


Buffalo witness? The sooner such persons 
get their aeserts the better.

LEGISLATING AGAINST ‘‘SKY-SCRAPERS.” 

The Corporation Counsel has drafted, at 
the request of the Aldermen, an ordinance to 
limit the hight of buildingsin this city. It 
provides that where the street does not ex- 
ceed sixty-six feet in width the building shall 
not be more than ninety-five feet high, and 
that where the street is not over 100 the 
building must not exceed 125. There is a 
steady tendency to add to the hight of Chica- 
go buildings. It is perfectly natural, and 
arises from the increased value of the land 
and the desire of the owner or iessee to make 
all he can out of it. If it had been against 
the law to put up sky-scrapers a number 
of ground leases would not have been made, 
for there would have been no profit in put- 
ting up comparatively small buildings pro- 
ducing but a small rental. ¢ 

Ald. Cullerton is one of the chief backers 
of this ordinance. He favors it because he 
thinks it will have atendency to widen the 
business district and add to the value of 
land which is not at present included within 
it. That, however, is something with which 
the Council has nothing to do. It is not its 
business to legislate so that one man’s prop- 
erty may be worth more or another’s less. 
Theoretically a property-owner owns from 
the centre of the earth to the roof of the sky, 
and he may build up above the clouds if he 
pleases. But that theoretical right, like 
many others, can be taken from him if there 
is good cause for it. If it is certain that 
lofty buildmes are dangerous or unsanitary 
their construction can be stopped. If it is 
shown that they are a nuisance they should 
not be allowed. 

The most natural objection to high build- 
ings is the danger from fire. Structures 
whose roofs cannot be reached by a stream 


from powerful engines are risky themselves 


and a danger to all buildings which are near 
them. That peril can, however, be lessened 
or abated by fire-proof construction. If self- 
interest does not drive the builders to it the 
city should insist on it. That is something 
which it has a clear right to do. There is also 
an impression that these towering masses 
of brick and stone are unsafe. That is some- 
thing for the architects to decide. It is 
claimed by them that, owing to the present 
use of iron and steel, a structure of fourteen 
stories does not weigh as heavily upon the 
earth as one of seven used to—that the new 
methods bring with them both strength and 
lightness. Yet the soil of Chicago is a soft 
and yielding one, and a layman may well be 
pardoned for his doubts when he views the 
giddy elevation of the topmost story of the 
office building of today. Still it can be de- 
termined how high it is possible to build with 
safety. That limit the Council should per- 
mit no one to exceed, but it should first find 
out what it is. 

Another objection is the loss of sunlight. 
It is said that these “ sky-scrapers” will 
make the business part of the city a cave of 
gloom where the sun will not be seen ex- 
cept at midday. Chicago is so far to the 
north that with the exception of perhaps one 
month out of the year it cannot afford to 
throw away any of the sunlight it gets. The 
shade which would be grateful in a Southern 
city would be unwelcome here. Sunlight 
means health and the lack of it sickness. 
Thus high buildings present a question in 
sanitation which has not yet been authorita- 
tively answered. 

It is not likely that the Council will pass 
the ordinance, because there are a number of 
„sSky-scrapers“ about to go up whose project- 
ors will probably reason with the Aldermen, 
who are always willing to listen to reason. 
But should it pass it will be carried to the 
Supreme Court on the ground that the Coun- 
cil has no authority under its charter to pro- 
hibit the erection of new fourteen-story 
buildings on the ground that they are dan- 
gerous and yet permit those now up to re- 
main. 


ACCESSORIES BEFORE AND AFTER THE 
F . 

The Anarchist case demonstrated how the 
law of Illinois makes the inciter, adviser, and 
instigator of acrime equal in guilt with the 
perpetrator. It was never believed that any 
of the convicted Anarchists actually threw 
the bomb at the haymarket and it was some- 
what doubtful whether they had advised and 
incited the particular act at that precise 
time, but the courts held them responsible 
for general incitement to revoiutionary crime 
whether they advised the details of its per- 
petration or not. Any one who “hath ad- 
vised, encouraged, aided, or abetted the per- 
petration of the crime,” the Illinois statute 
declures, shall be considered as principal 
and punished accordingly.” This is nothing 
more than the common law which has pre- 
vailed for centuries except that it makes the 
advising and instigating accessory precisely 
equal in guilt with the perpetrator instead of 
being ranked a degree lower. The rigorous 
justice of this law was made plain when the 
Anarchists paid the penalty with their lives 
for inciting the haymarket massacre. 

There is another section of the same statute 
which should receive the immediate and care- 
ful consideration of some of the witnesses in 
the Cronin case. 

The law of this State provides proper pun- 
ishment for accessories after as well as for 
accessories before the fact. Sec. 333 of the 
criminal code declares that: 


Every person not standing in the relation of 
husband or wife, parent or child, brother or sister 
to the offender, who knows the fact that a crime 
has been committed and conceals it from tne 
magistrate. or who harbors, conceals, maintains, 
or assists any Principal felon or any accessory 
before tne fact. knowing him to be such, shall be 
deemed an accessory after the fact and shall be 
punished by imprisonment not exceeding two 
years and fine not exceeding $500. 


Witnesses in the Cronin case who have 
been answering talsely or evasively that they 
“don’t know” or “can’t recollect” are tak- 
ing big chances and may find themselves in 
the penitentiary as accessories after the fact 
to the murder of Cronin. They may have 
known nothing of the crime betore it took

advising accessories, knowing them to be 
such, they will be themselves ranked as 
accessories after the fact. The only safety 
for any man having knowledge of any fact 
bearing on the’ murder of Cronin is to make 
a clean breast of it forthwith.” 7 


DEMOCRATIC TARIFF PLANK OF 1884. 

The Brooklyn Hagle joins the New York 
Sun heartily in the suggestion that the Dem- 
ocrats solve their troubles over the tariff by 
going back to the plank of 1884, on which 
Cleveiand was eiected, and have nothing 
more to do with the platform of 1858, on 
which he was defeated. The Zuge insists 


that the platform of 1884 was made by Demo- 


crats who “had no hobbies to ride, no pet 
theories to advance, no experiments to try.“ 
but who sought simply to secure unity in 
things essential and the widest liberty of 


opinion in things non-essential.” This is a 
‘euphemistic way of saying the platform 


uilders of 1884 considered the spoils and 
offices the main thing and aimed accordingly 
to secure as many votes as possible, both 
free trade and protectionist. The platform 
they made was a “straddle” on the tariff 
question, with one clause devoted to South- 
ern tree trade and another to Northern pro- 
tectionist doctrine, but according to any fair 
rule of interpretation the latter had the 
greater force. If the Democrats should now 
return to the tariff plank of 1884 they could 
only be regarded as abandoning extreme free 
trade notions and adopting instead the doc- 
trine of moderate tariff reduction and the 
preservation of the protective principle. For 
notwithstanding its ambiguity that was what 
the straddle“ platform of 1884 meant. 

It is a settled legal rule of interpretation 
that a saving clause repugnant to the body 
of a statute is void. If this doctrine be 
applied to the Democratic platform of 
1884 it will weaken the free trade 
clause and leave the protectionist dec- 
laration to stand in full force. The 
body of the tariff plank of 1884 was 
devoted to protection and declared that the 
necessary reduction in taxation can and must 
be effected without depriving American labor 
of the ability to compete successfully with 
foreign labor, and without imposing lower 
rates of duty than will be ample to cover any 
increased cost of production which may exist 
in consequence of the higher rate of wages 
prevailing in this country.“ But to this por- 
tion of the platform, which cleariy favors 
only a moderate reduction of the tariff and a 
careful preservation of the protective princi- 
vie, was tacked the following: We demand 
that Federal taxation shall be exclusively for 
public purposes, and shall not exceed the 
needs of the Government economically ad- 
ministered.““ This is free trade doctrine, but 
wher putin the form of a saving clause to a 
protectionist declaration is it binding? 
At first Mr. Cleveland seemed to ap- 
ply the legal rule of interpretation and 
to hoid that the free trade declaration in the 
platform on which he was elected, being in 
the nature of a saving clause repugnant to 
the body of the plank, was nugatory. In his 
celebrated tariff message Mr. Cleveland 
urged revenue reform for the purpose of re- 
ducing the surplus in the Treasury and dis- 
tinctly declared against lowering duties be- 
low the point of adequate protection. His 
position then was that of a moderate rev- 
enue reformer rather than free-trader. He 
seemed to stand on the Northern part of the 
tariff plank of 1884 and to ignore the South- 
ern part. But When the Southern Bourbons 
in Congress came to prepare actual legisla- 
tion they got both legs on the free trade side 
of the 1884 platform, and in order to act as 
their leader last year Mr. Cleveland had to 
come out as a tree-trader and advocate re- 
duction of duties not merely to get rid of the 
Treasury surplus but because protection was 
wrong in itself, and, as he claimed, certainly 
and inevitable made the citizen pay more 
than his just share of taxation for the sup- 
port of the Government. 

Under the Democratic tariff plank of 1884 
Mr. Cleveland has at one time taken his po- 
sition as a moderate revenue reformer and 
again as a free-trader. A plank that will 
permit such gyrations has a peculiar value 
to a party which wants the votes of both 
protectionists and free-traders in order to 
capture the spoils, and itis not unlikely tne 
Democrats may adopt it again. Still Mr. 
Cleveland was most plausible when, true to 
his lawyer-like instincts, he interpreted the 
1884 plank on the principle that the saving 
clause was void and held that the Democratic 
party was committed only to moderate rev- 
enue reduction and not hostile to the pro- 
tective principle. But afterwards the South- 
ern Bourbons forced Mr. Cleveland to re- 
pudiate the body of the plank, take instead 
the saving clause, and plant himself on free 
teade ground. May not the Democrats well 
find further use for a plank so serviceable 
and flexible as that of 1884?

Ir appears to be impossible for a city to 
make a contractor live up to his bargain. He 
agrees that a certain thing shall be done ata 
certain time, but it never is, nor does there 
ever appear to be an earnest attempt to make 
him keephis word. Clark street bridge is a 
case in point. The new structure was to 
have been finished about this time, but weeks 
more will pass before it is open to the public.

It does 
not matter much to him whether the bridge 
is built on tirfie or not, for he has the tunnel, 
but it is a matter of serious moment to land- 
lords and tenants on Clark street. To en- 
force the stipulations in a contract has be- 
come a lost art. After a contractor has se- 
cured a big job for a city be slights it for the 
sake of every tuppenny bit of work that 
comes along, confident that he will never be 
called to account. The next time the city 
makes a bargain to have work done for it by 


a definite time it should see that the agree- 


ment is lived up to, or 1t should exact the 
last pound of flesh in the shape of a penalty. 


A SPECIAL grand jury of competent men 
has now taken hold of the Cronin case. 
When they were impaneled the Judge toid 
them that they had power to force witnesses 
to answer unless the latter stated that their 
replies would criminate themselves. Under- 
standing this, the jurors will tolerate none 
of that lack of memory which was so con- 
spicuous on the part of some ot those who 
figured before the Coroner’s jury. If they see 
that witnesses are hiding facts they will put 
the thumb-screws on them and force them to 
talk. The most cherished secrets of the 
Clan- na- Gael must be revealed if the grand 
jury saysso. Neither the love of men for a 
revolutionary organization nor their unwill- 
inghess to reveal facts which may incident- 
ally hurt some of its members will be allowed 
to stand in the way of a thorough investiga- 
tion into the causes of Cronin’s removal.“

Aclever English Rascal. 

The cleverness ofan English rascal has ex- 
cited the envy of all the rascals in Paris, who, 
with typical Parisian egotism, have long claimed 
to be the cleverest rascals in the world.

London pickpocket. Shortly before the French 
Exposition opened he bought a small hotel in 
Paris on the installment plan. The purchase 
price of the hotel was 60,000 francs, and the first 


‘and only installment which the Englishman paid 


was 2,000 francs. The Englishman bought a few 


pieces of cheap English furniture for his new 


nouse, equipped an English bar, and then adver- 
tised far and wide for English boarders during the 
Exposition. His prices were so low that he soon 
filled his house. Every one of his lodgers was 
warned by a placard over his bed that the land- 
lord would not be responsible for the loss of any 
valuables which had not been deposited in the 
hotel safe.. Of course the safe deposits increased 
with the popularity of the hotel, and both 
reached high-water mark two days before the 
second installment of 2,000 francs on the pur- 
chase price of the hotel fell due. There was then 
35,000 francs’ worth of British jewelry and bank 
notes in the safe. The pickpocket landlord stole 
every sou of it. He concealed his plunder in his 
quarters in another part of Paris, dyed his hair, 
shaved his beard, put on a French suit of clothes, 
and began picking pockets at the Exposition. 
He was caught by the police with his hand in 
the pocket of an English member of Parliament 
and was locked up. A police investigation le 
to a revelation of his history, and he recovery 
of the jewelry and money which had been given 
to him for safe keeping.— New York Sun, 


Growth of the Brewing Business. 

Some figures presented at the meeting of the 
United States Brewers’ Association show a 
wonderful growth of the business durng the last 
twenty-five years. For instance, receipts of the 
Government from the internal revenue tax on 
fermented liquors amounted to about $1,500,000 
in 1863, when the tax was firstimposed. In 1866 
the figures rose to $5,000,000; in 1879 to $10,000,000 ; 
in 1882 to $15,000.w0; and last year the tax 
amounted to $23,000,000, The quantity increased 
in the same ratio from 2,000,000 barrels in 1863 to 
over 24,000,000 in 1888. At this rate of growth it 
is small wonder that Englishmen think they see 
a chance to make money by buying up American 
breweries.— Hoston Herald, 


The Wealth of France. 

During the debate on the French budget M. 
Rouvier, the Minister of Finance, adduced facts 
to show that France was by no means on the 
verge of ruin. Public wealth and prosperity, he 
said, had grown as well as the budget. Deposits 
at the banks amounted to 910,000,000 francs, and 
the capital embarked in shares and other French 
industrial undertakings showed since 1876 an in- 
crease of 7,000,000,000 francs. The deposits in the 
savings banks amounted to 2,228,000,000 francs, 
belonging to 6,492,000 depositors, That was a 
sufficient answer to the gloomy picture tnat had 
been drawn of the situation.

Small Stockholders in the Iron King Mine 
Protest Against the Recent Suspension. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 12.—);Special.|— 

The suspension of work at the Iron King 

Mine is regarded by some of the smaller 

stockholders in the old [ron King Mining 

Company as the preliminary step toward one 

of those operations slangily designated as 

„% freeze out.“ The decision to stop work 

was arrived at in a meeting of the stockhold- 

ers ot the Bessemer Consolidated Iron Com- 
pany held in this city last Saturday. The 
members of the Cleveland clique, who con- 
trol the affairs of the company, were repre- 
sented by proxies, and about a dozen men 
were present at the meeting. 

When the five Burton mines—the Iron 

King. Bonnie, Blue Jacket, First National, 


and Valley—were consolidated under one 


management many stockholders in the Iron 
King protested against this arrangement, 
and in fact when Senator Dorsey and his 
party were here arranging the deal in 1887 
an Eastern stockholder who was represent- 
ed by M. A. Hurley of Wausau made ar- 
rangements to fight the consolidation in the 
courts, and a fund for that purpose 
was actually subscribed at a meet- 
ing of disgruntled stockholders held 
in the Plankinton House one night 
while Burton’s negotiations with the Eastern 
men were in progress. Aithough this fight 
was abandoned, the [ron King Mining Com- 
pany has since kept up its organization, and, 
not long ago, A. W. Rich, whois one of the 
stockholders, served notice on the Secretary 
asking him to take steps to withdraw the 
Iron King Mine from the consoliaation and 
restore the control to the original owners. 
However, no such action was taken. When 
the Bessemer Consolidated Company got 
control of the Burton mines they bonded the 
properties for $850,000, and six months’ in- 
terest on this amount will become due July 1. 
It is claimed that the men who now control 
the Bessemer Consolidated Company began 
shortly after the consolidation was effected 
to purchase Iron King stock, for which they 
paid from 20 to 75 cents per share. It is also 
claimed that they are heavy holders of Bes- 
semer Consolidated bonds, which tney bought 
at 35 and 40 cents on the dollar. Thus it is 
significantly hinted by 
the old stockholders 
men would have an interest 
ing the property depreciate to such an extert 
that it would revert to tne bondholders, in 
which case — would have complete con- 
trol. to the exclusion of the small fry stock- 
holders. This, itis suggested, explains the 
closing down of operations at the Iron King. 
The Burton group of mines were originally 
stocked for 320,000 shares, which were ail 
sold at prices varying from $3 to $15. More 
than $1,000,000 in cash, much of which was 
Milwaukee capital, was invested in those 
mines, and this amount not only went into 
the hole,” but a debt of $850,000 was in- 
curred. 


COLORED MEN ON THEIR METTLE, 


They Say They Have Been Snubbed by 
Attorney General Miller. 
IxNDTANATOLISs, Ind., June 12.— [Special.]! — 
Attorney General Miller's visit to Indianapo- 
lis has brought him into a somewhat disa- 
greeable snarl with the negro politicians, 
who have not been rewarded according to 
their expectations in the distribuuon of 
patronage. Recently the disappointed col- 
ored men have been holding meetings 
and protesting against what they regard 
as inconsiderate treatment. Yesterday a 
committee calied upon the Attorney General 
to ask him when, if at all, he would 
be willing to receive a _e delegation 
that desired to be heard by bim. 
He expressed his willingness to meet them 
this morning. The colored men, numbering 
twenty-five or thirty, were at his law office 
at tne appointed hour, but the Attorney Gen- 
eral had been called out on a matter of busi- 
ness and did not return until after they were 
gone. They left a note curtly informing him 
that they had called and had waited as long 
as they caredto. If he had anytaing to com- 
municate he might address their Chairman. 
In the meantime they had resolved to meet 
tomorrow to give expression to their indig- 
nation over what they regarded as a snub. 
Nothing of the kind, however, was intended.

The for- 
mer, nominally at least, is the duly 
incorporated creature of a State, respansible 
for its acts, and in a measure subject to the con- 
trol of the holders of its stock and bonds; the 
latter are bodiless creations of a lot of scheming 
millionaires, having no legal existence, being 
entities unrecognized by the law, and the certifi- 
cates which insiders sell to the public carry with 
them no semblance of legal title to any definite 
amount of property.

THE EXPOSITILUN BUILDING SAFE, 


Experts Pronounce It Stronger than Ever 
— Text of Their Report. 

The Exposition Building is all right. Commis- 
sioner of Buildings Edbrooke and other experts 
have examined the structure, and their report is 
as follows: 

“Is the Exposition Building safe? This ques- 
tion has been raised by Mr. Fred Baumann, who 
has made free to use the press over his own sig- 
nature, and may have alarmed the public to 
some extent. Therefore, to determine how far 
Mr. Baumann’s statements may have been well 
founded, the Commissioner of Buildings and his 
assistant, Mr. Wilkie, together with W. W. Boy- 
ington, the architect of the building, have to- 
duy made a careful and thorough inspection of 
the questioned portions of the building—the 
towers and trusses—and report as follows: That 
we had a force of men with requisite tools to 
make tests of all the exposed places where de- 
cay or dry rot would be likely to be found from 
the main floor to the bottom of the flagstaff. 
We tested by boring to the centre and in 
many cases through the truss cords, posts, ribs, 
and braces, in the most exposed places they 
could anticipate. Building Inspectors Wilkie 
and Crouse went over the same ground yester- 
day and made sounding tests in the same way. 
The result of our inspection was in every in- 
stance and place perfectly satisfactory. We 
found nothing but sound, seasoned lumber, and 
nothing out of place by which any person could 
determine the least sign of weakness 
or reason for alarm. We fina that 
the arch trusses under the main cen- 
tre dome were made proportionately larger and 
stronger, both in wood and iron, to carry the ex- 
tra weight of the dome, and as they have safely 
carried the weight (which is not so enormous as 
Mr. Bauman would have the public think, they 
being wood shells, the centre resting on five 
trusses) for sixteen years with no more sign of 
weakness now than when first constructed, and 
having during the last sixteen years withstood 
the exposure of gales from the lake and 
tornadoes from the southwest, we, there- 
fore. pronounce the alarm as unfounded 
in fact and believe the structure as safe 
as it has been for the last sixteen years, and 
much safer than it was six or seven years ago, 
for at that time the lower portion of the trusses 
and pile foundations were badly decayed, since 
which time they have all been reconstructed 
with permanent stone foundations, and 
the decayed portions of the trusses built new, 


the footing of wnich rests on an iron shoe at the 


surface of the floor, so that the free circulation 
of air has access to all parts of the trusses as 
well as all other timbers above the main floor. 
We make this statement in justice, and fully 
realizing the full import and responsibility of 
our declaration to the public.

THE STEAMER MANHATTAN FITTED 
* OUT AS AN EXPERIMENT, 


A Claim That It Renders Navigation in 
Muggy Weather Comparatively Safe— 
The Displacing of Buoys by Rafts Be- 
coming an Unbearable Nuisance—Novel 
Strike of Toronto Vesselmen for Better 
Freights—An Investigation to Be Made 
Into the Loss of the Bavaria’s Crew. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 12.—[Special.]—The 
Work of fitting the steamer Manhattan of the 
Inter-Ocean Transportation Line with one of the 
most complete electric light plants on the lakes 
has just been completed, 

There is not a particle of space in the large 
vessel, from stem to stern, that cannot instantly 
be made as light as day, and she is also provided 
with signal hghts, submarine lights, and a 500 
candle power search light. The latter is supple- 
mented with powerful reflectors, and can pro- 
duce a glare that will pierce the thickest fog for 
& considerable distance. It will be exceedingly 
useful on many occasions, particularly when the 
vessel is entering a dificult harbor or finding her 
Way to her dock on a muggy night. 


Rafts Causing Endless Trouble. 

The agitation among vesselmen against raft 
towing is receiving a great impetus this season 
Irom the carelessness of raft tugs in displacing 
buoys. They have always been bad enough, 
but latterly tne grievances of vesselmen have 
become most pronounced. The marks upon 
which lake captains can alone. depend for the 
safety of their boats are daily displaced with 
recklessness towards the coasequences. There 
is no surer way to shut out rafts than is now 
being pursued, and the complaints are assum- 
ing proportions that will be certain to give the 
subject Congressional attention next winter, 

It was said by an old captain yesterday that 
he was not certain of anything excépt the shore 
when he was on acourse taken by the rafts. It 
Was pure luck if he did notfetch up on the 
bottom by depending on 2 single buoy as being 
where it was supposed to be. 


Vesselowners Strike for Advanced Rates. 

Vesselmen at Toronto have adopted aheroic 
scheme to get better freights. The cause of the 
trouble is a strike against carrying coal at 25 
cents a ton. Not a vessel has left Toronto for 
coal in a week or more. As fast as the boats are 
unloaded they are tied up to the wharves. When- 
ever a new vessel comes in ber Captain is cor- 
raled, and is induced to join the combine. Some 
of the boats have also been sent to the upper 
lakes to get them out of the way. The -vessel- 
men hold frequent meetings or the situation, 
and talk to keep their courage up. They vow they 
will never surrender. In the meantime the 
shippers are taking life easy, not much dis- 
turbed by the prospect. 


To Investigate a Crew's Los 
KINGSTON, Ont., June 12.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Thomas Donnelly has been instructed by the 
Government to hold an investigation into the 
circumstances touching the loss of the crew of 
the schr Bavaria. 


Must Comply with Canadian Rules, 

OTTAWA, Ont., June 12.—[Special.]—The ques- 
tion has been raised as to whether or not foreign 
ships are obliged to comply with the Canada act 
respecting the shipment of seamen, which pro- 
vides that no ship shall be cleared by the Col- 
lector of Customs without the production of the 
shipping master’s certificate, stating that all the 
requirements of the law have been complied 
with. These requirements include one that every 


ter of the port. The Minister of Customs de- 
cides tat the section is applicable to all ships, 
foreign or otherwise, and Collectors have been 
notified to the foregoing effect. Under this rule for- 
eign Consuls have no power to ship crews for ves- 
sels fiving the flag of tne country they represent, 
but seamen must be engaged before the shipping 
master of the port, and his certificate presented 
to the Collector before a clearance is granted,

HOW MEN WERE SENT ABROAD. 
A witness testifles: Witness called to stand, 


after being duly obligated. testified as follows: 


Some time previous to the Boston convention 


I was called on by certain members of the order 
in reference to an offer of services made by me 
some time previously. After conference in rela- 
tion to details I agreed to go to the ether side. I 
went by steerage on ticket procured for me and 
received £20. After an absence of seven weeks I

THE PACKED PITTSBURG CONVENTION. 

Some time before the Pittsburg convention 
witness was called uvon by P. O. Sullivan and J. 
J. Delaney, who had learned that he was a dele- 
gate to the convention. They said they repre- 
sented eleven D.’s, and that in order to seat Bo- 
land and Miller Sullivan and Delaney were 
thrown out by the suspension of D. 

Mr. Boland objects to this. 

Mr. Ryan and I protested at the convention 
and asked that Delaney and Sullivan be seated. 
We stated that 1 good member of the executive 
should sit as a delegate in the convention; for 
the same objection we objected to Mr. Feeley and 
Mr. Gieason. Each of those men voted to seat 
the other. We objected to the proxies from Chi- 
cago, Messrs. Tim Crane and Florence Sullivan, 
the latter a proxy for Father Dorney. The ether 
said he represented Alexander Sullivan. 

It having been stated that district S. rep- 
resented or had been represented by virtue of 
@ cablegram sent to Gleason and Sullivan, 
Boland requests them to act for Australia, and 
that John J. Maroney and Dr. Betts were ad- 
mitted as proxies. e asked the secretary if 
any money had been sent by this district in any 
communication had before the receipt of this 
cablegram. Secretary said he hadn’t had any 
communication with S. at all. The communica- 
tion was with Alexander Sullwan and Michael 
Boland. 

We then asked how the Australian cablegram 
came here, by which route. This the secretary 
didn't seem to know. Mr. Ryan then informed 
the convention that ail cablegrams reaching 
here from Australia were recorded in the London 
post-office. For this reason he thoughtit highly 
improbable that any such message came te the 
gentleman mentioned. , 

Here Mr. Sullivan dented having been appoint- 
ed delegate to the convention, or that his brother 
Florence represented him there. 

The witness—I was R. D. at that time in place 
of Gen. Kerwin. Before my election as delegate 
I never acted as R. D. There was no connection 
with the home body. I received 8800 from Mr. 
Ryan, which it was said I was to use as my judg- 
ment dictated. .lasked Boland if I should do 
any active work outside and keep a lockout for 
it.

CHART OF HELPING DILLON. 

My knowledge when I was elected D. M. to fill 
—— | caused by resignation of John J. Ma- 
rony. In July, 1885, his resignation was de- 
manded by the district. In October I went out 
as an organizer for the National League through 
the West. Nov. 23 I spoke at Philadelphia. 
Several seniors mentioned that Dilloa was in 
straitened circumstances. I promised te 
see the executive. I saw Gen. Ker- 
win, D. M.. of New York. He said 
when I mentioned the matter to him that 
he had no power; that this was not an order to 

ant pensions. He would see Boland. I met 

Olucu by arrangement. He listened to what I 
had to say, and at first refused to assist Dillon. 
Finaliy he said he would consider the matter. 
Then he authorized me to pay $200 ef obiigations 
maturing. Iadvancedthis myself, and got it 
back in . 1885, and I'saw Gen. Kerwin, 
and told him he should send money to Mrs. Cun- 
ningham; that the lady was hurt on the subject 
of her being neglected by us. He said he would 
send it. In December, 1885, it was rumored that 
our convention would be held in January, 1886. I 
was told by Kerwin and Boland that Egan 
wanted to retire from the Presidency of the 
league. I was asked by them to accept 
the secretaryship of the league. This I re- 
fused. It was said considerable trouble might 
be looked for in any case; about the lust 
December I was sent for to goto New York. I 
saw Boland and Kerwin together at this time, 
as well as in January and February. Had inter- 
views with Kerwin and Bolana on the subject of 
the convention and like matters. Mr. Boland 
asked me why I would not take the secretary- 
ship. He said the plan fer holding a convention 
of the order had been abandoned, as the L. R. 
then did not take place. Men would get out and 
I would not be selected as President of the 
league. 

Some time after this I received the following 
letter from Kerwin: 

“ My Dear Sir: (Giving the name.) The Chi- 
cago people have asked for you for the 4th of 
March. It you will take my advice you will take 
no office in the league.“ 

I was led to believe about this time that the 
organization intended opposing Parnell, owing 
to his recognition of ethers. Boland and Kerwin 
both said this. 

(Interrupted by Boland.) Is that your recol- 
lection of what took place? A.— Les. 

Various letters were here shown. (Exhibit B.) 

The Coroner—No such Exbibit B has been 
found among the doctor’s papers. 

Q.—By Mr. Rogers—What did you give the 
money to Dillon for? A.—The money had been 
given me as a general resource. I did not want 
to go into active work, and suggested Dillon. 
I gave him the money. Boland authorized this 
by a letter to me. [Letter read.] Dillon nad 
convinced me that the F. C. hadn’t done fair; in 
fact, I felt that Boland was trying to play me, 
and I wished to return the compliment. 

Q.—Did you wantto accept the Presidency of 
the league’? A.—The slate was Baldwin, Minton, 
and Carroll fer F. C., and myself as President of 
the league. I knew that my age was a bar to my 
acceptance. Then I was going to attack the ones 
in authority. I attended the convention. Carroll 
was temporary Chairman; Reynolds was elected 
permanent Chairman. 

SULLIVAN AND FATHER DORNEY. 

Convention went into Committee of the Whole. 
It was reported that Father Dorney could not 
come because he had trouble with the Bisbop, 
and that Alexancer Sullivan was absent because 
British detectives were shadowing him.

I was answered there is one in contempla- 
tion. The secretary said Betts and Maroney 
were there by order of the executive and by or-

Thomas 
Tuitte was the first to relieve my necessities, 


CROSS-EXAMINED BY ALEXANDER SULLIVAN. 

Q.—You saw me in 1886, was it not? A.—Yes, 
certain. Another $500 came from Brooklyn. I 
had a letter sent by my husband when he was in 
Europe inclosing one from Mr. Alexander Sulli- 
van, in which he said, in my letter, he asked for 
money. Lafterward received @ note from my 
husband saying he had received money from Mr. 
Suliivan: I don't know the amount. 

Here Mr. S. admitted that Lomansey was seat 
by the erganization.

DEDICATED AT GETTYSBURG. 


Nine Hundred Veterans from the Wolver- 
ine State Assist in the Exercises, Which 
Are Conducted by Gov. Luce, Col. 
Bragg, and Ex-Gov. Biair—Graves of 
the Fallen Heroes Decorated by Their 
Sarviving Comrades—The Ceremonies 
in Detail. 

Grrrrsnund, Pa, June 12.—[Special.]— 
This has been Michigan’s day on the his- 
torical battlefield ot Gettysburg. It was the 
Occasion of the dedication of monuments 
which bave been erected by the Wolverine 
State to her soldiers who fell in the san- 
guinary conflict of July 1, 2, and 3, 1863. 
There were present from Michigan Gov. 
Luce and staff, ex-Gov. Blair, Gen. Alger,

and about 900 veterans. Assistant Secretary 
Willets headed a delegation of Michigan men 


from Washington. 


A slight departure was made from the pro- 
gram which had been prepared for the occa- 
sion. Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania, who 
was to have been present and receive the 
monuments on behalf of the Gettysburg 
Monumental Association, was unavoidably 
absent, his time being fully occupied with 
work in connection with the Conemaugh 
Valley disaster. Gen. Luther Trowbridge of 
Detroit delivered the memoriul speech for all 
the organizations that represented Michigan

in the battle. Col. George H. Briggs of Grand 
Rapids, Chairman of the Michigan Monument 
Commission, tendered .the monuments to 
Gov. Luce, who, in a suitable speech, accept- 
ed them in behalf of Michigan.

Prohibition—They Have Enouch of It. 


Illinois enacted prohibition in 1855, but the 


— repudiated it at the polls in the same 
year. 


New York passed the law in 1854, tried it 
for two years, and gave it up as a bad job. 
Massachusetts tried prohibition for fifteen 


years, and finally repealed it as vain and in- 
jurious. , 


An effort to restore prohibition in Massa- 
chusetts was voted down by an overwhelm- 
ing majority April-22, 1889. 

Atlanta tried the law for one year and re- 
pudiated it by an-overwhelming majority fa 
November, 1887. @he injury to the city was 
incalculable. 

Connecticut enacted the law in 1854, tried 
in vain to enforce it for eighteen years, and 
then finally repealed it forever in 1872. 

Ohio enacted prohibition in 1855, and, after 
a few months of bitter experience, repealed 


it forever. 

Marviand passed a prohibitory law in 1855. 
The results were so disastrous, both to ma- 
terial and moral welfare, that, after a few 
months’ trial, it was repealed, and the lesson 
was so severe thai the question has never 
been raised in in that State. | 

New Hamps ire tried prohibition for thirty- 
four years. April 12, 1889, an eftort was made 
to incorporate it into her Constitution. This 
was voted down by an enormous majority, 
only two counties in the State giving a ma- 
jority in favor of probibition. 

Delaware tried it in 1855, and after two 
years found that it so seriously affected the 
— of the State that it was repealed in 

‘. 
The Independent Anti-Prohibition Repub- 
licans and Democrats of lowa are uniting for 
the purpose of overthrowing prohibition. 

The law was twice passed in Wisconsin 
and twice vetoed by the Governor, with unan- 
imous support of the people. That was in 
1855. Since then the State has been un- 
troubled by fanaticism. 

Rhode Island enacted prohibition in 1858, 
and after ten years’ trial repudiated the law 
in 1863. She again enacted it last year, ard 
is now trying to get rid of it, after one year 
of financial and moral disaster. The Legis- 
lature has by almost unanimous vote decided 
to resubmit the matter to the people. 

Michigan passed the law in 1853 and kept 
it for twenty-twe years, when, finding the 
futility of attempting to enforce prohibitory 
measures, she abandoned it in 1875. The 
fanatics tried to saddie the law upon her 
again this year, but her people would not 
have it and overwhelmed it at the polls. 

Indiana and Nebraska in 1855 passed pro- 
hibitory measures, but neitner of them kept 
prohibition upon their statute books for any 
length of time. Indiana voted on the ques- 
tion again in 1882, and the amendment was 
defeated by the biggest majority cast in that 
State for twenty years. 

Texas cast 93,000 majority nst the effort 
to force a prohibitory amendment into her 
Constitution. 

An effort was made to force the law on 
Tennessee in 1887. The people after a 
thorough discussion resolved not to put it in- 
to their Constitution. 

Oregon submitted the amendment in 1887, 
but her people would have none of it and the 
amendment was buried under an avalanche 
of votes. 

In November, 1888, West Virginia voted on 
prohibition. The question wus thoroughly 
discussed, investigations into the working of 
the law in otber States were carefully made, 
= 2 amendment was defeated by a vote 
0 ‘ 

Canada has tried prohibition. The law was 
passed a few years ago, and on a reconsidera- 
tion of the question April 3, 1889, the voters 
slaughtered prohibition from Lake Erie to 
the Bay of Fundy. Every city and town ir 
Canada which voted that day repealed pro- 
hibition. 

In Iqwa in 1880 there were 3,034 Govern- 
ment licenses issued for the sale of liquor. 
In 1886, under prohibition, the number had 
increased to 4, an increase of 999. It is 
not within the limits of reason that any man 
—_— pay for a li unless he meant to 
use 

For the year ending April 30, 1881, before 
prohibition, 1,884 Government licenses to sell 
liquor were issued in Kansas. In the year 
ending April 30, 1887, after tive years of pro- 
hibition, 2,997 licenses were issued; in other 
words, there were 58 per cent more places 
selling liquor in the year ending April 30, 
1887, under prohibition, than in the year end- 
ing April 30, 1881, before the enactment of 
the law. There had simply been a change of 
name from saloon“ to “drugstore.” 

Maine has more liquor-sellers in proportion 
to population that many license States. Khode 
Island has one liquor-seller to every 243 men. 
(See Internal Revenue Reports.)

Appropriations for Sorghum Experimenting 
—How the Money Will Be Expended. 
Wasuineton, D. C., June 12.—Last year 

Congress appropriated $100,000 to be used by 
the Department of Agriculture in experi- 
menting with sorghum cane as a sugar pro- 
ducer. Of this sum less than $15,000 was so 
expended, and Congress gave the department 
the unexvended balance to continue the 
work. Secretary Rusk today decided to 
expend the entire amount this year and 
made tne following allotments:

People at This Season of the Year Are More

Course than in Politics — The Prince of

Lonpon, June 11.—Gladstone’s tour in the 
scuthwest ought no doubt to be the chief 
topic of interest to the English public, but it 
is not. He is speaking with all his old time 
fire and force, producing the usual impres- 
sion on his hearers. He is reported fully in 
the London papers, and in his own London 
organ with the usual accompaniment of tife 
and drum. But, forall that, he comesina 
bad third to the Duke of Portiand’s marriage 
and the Chetwynd-Durham trial. Even the 
weather, with its extraordinary versatility, 
or perhaps even the opera, is more 
talked about at the moment than 
Gladstone or than any other subject 
whatsoever. London is not in a _ seri- 
ous mood. The opera-house at Covent Gar- 
den Saturday evening looked as if the sea- 
son wasatits hight. The opera hasin fact 
become a religious ceremony. The first duty 
of man and woman is now to go to the opera. 
People staid on in town for it who other- 
wise would have gone inte the country, 
and those who did not stay came back 
for the Duke of Portland’s marriage. The 
contingent which has traveled to Paris these 
last few days must, nevertheless, be counted 
by the thousands. The thousands include 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, whose 
absence from the great function today at 
St. Peter’s 1s deeply deplored by that large 
section of society which thinks no festivity 
perfect without the presence of the Prince. 


THE PRINCE IN PARIS. 

They are, however, though in Paris, more 
visible to Londoners than if in London. This 
arises from the habit of London papers of 
printing news of everything except what 
passes in London itself. They learn a good 
many things that happen only.in the lively 
imagination of the French journalist. The 
Prince did, however, ascend the Eiffel tower 
ail the way to the third story, whereupon an

* MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, except in wheat, with a fair degree of 
activity noted in that cereal, which was some- 
what stronger for old crop deliveries. Although 
the weather caused little complaint the recent 
rains have retarded harvesting, and there was 
some neryousnese among the shorts on account 
of a possible deal in the market for near deliver- 
ies. Small offerings caused a steady feeling in 
corn, and provisions and seeds were dull, 

The 1 of manipulation in July wheat 
was a bogy of appreciabie dimensions yesterday. 
The talk of manipulation seemed to have no 
other basis than the strength shown in June ana 
the impression that Fairbank had a controlling 
interest in cash wheat, the premium on which, it 
was argued, woula be as much two weeks hence 
as now. The belief was also expressed by some 
that Hutchinson was under both June and July. 
The crowd accordingly were disposed to hunt for 
safe places, and did considerable shifting from 
July to the later months, mainly December. The 
bul.s received some encouragement from outside 
sources, The weather clerk predicted more ruin 
in spots where water is exactly the thing not 
wanted. Travelers from Michigan brought sto- 
ries about winter wheat fieids turning red, the 
— lacking nourishment, while otners, who 

ad been out West, reported that the Jim River 
Valley crops in Dakota were most unpromising. 
There was harvesting in Tennessee, but private 
advices were not flattering to the crops. Some 
of the oat fields, it was said, would pass for ex- 
celleutstubble. Clearances of wheat were small, 
cables were weak, and other markets in this 
country were generally lower than Cuicago. 

The wet weather in the country, which has 
been general over a large area in che West, is 
given as a principal cause for the lessened re- 
ceipts of corn this week. In many sections the 
country roads were so muddy that farmers’ de- 
liveries were scriously retarded: again, the 
damp condition of the grain made it impractica- 
ble to attempt to shell. The grain resting at 
country points and ready for shipment at the 
time of the continuous rains has been largely 
forwarded, and in thevadvent of good weather in 
the near future increased shipments from first 
hands are promised. 

The crowd sized up McCormick & Co.'s pur- 
chase of July wheat at 1.000. 000 bu. and guessed 
that it it wasn’t for Billy Linn it was for Fair- 
bank, and if not for the latter then for a prom- 
ment St. Louis short. As a matter of fact Mc- 
Cormick & Co. took in nearer 2,000,000 than 1,000,- 
000 bu, and the stuff was bought te cover shorts. 
Switzer got the greater part of it around 76lec 
from traders supposed to be acting for Hutchia- 
son, There was some talk of a private sale by 
Hutchinsoa te McCormick ef 000 bu July 
wheat. 

Dunham & Co.’s Minneapolis correspondent re- 
ported a sharp demand for car-lots of wheat in 
that city at a minimum advance ofic. Receipts 
at both Minneapolis and Duluth will show a 
temporary increase on account of the milling de- 
mand, one miller having ordered over 800,000 bu 
shipped in from country elevators. A jag of low 
— wheat was bought in Minneapolis for Obie 
mills. 

Coffee is pretty strongly “ cliqued”’ at present 
and is held up at leite by strong holders, the 
general sentiment in the market favoring high 
prices because of an expected shortage in the 
coming crop. There is in Chicago, however, a 
determined bear party, which believes that the 
coffee statistics make lower prices inevitable. 
The present visible supply of Brazil coffee is 
3.710.000 bags, which is a litiie larger than the 
worldever had at this season before. Add to 
this 3,500,000 bags as the estimated crop in Brazil, 
1,000,000 bags in planters’ hands, 250,000 bags 
still to come in on this year's crop, and 6,000,0u0 
bags from other countries than Brazil (Javas, 
Mochas, La Guaras, etc.). and we have 14,460,000 
bags as tht total supply for the next year’s con- 
sumption. A high estimate of the world’s con- 
sumption is 11,500,000 bags, and this would leave 
about 3,000,000 bags on hand one year from date. 
Some recent estimates have placed the coming 
Brazil crop as high as 5,000,000 bags, or 1,500.000 
larger than figured above. The bears in coffee 
hold that the present high price cannot long be 
sustained in the face of this statistical argument, 
A year ago, when the visible supply was nearly 
50 per cent smaller than now, coffee sold at llc, 
and in 1886, when the world’s stocks were about 
the same as now, it sold down to 7lec. 

Buyers are complaining of a scarcity of certain 
kinds of millstuffs, notably bran. The receipts 
have been light for some time past, and yester- 
day there was practically an entire absence of 
offerings of this feed, which was wanted and 
nominally higher. Itis suggestea that perhaps 
the iow prices ruling for a number of weeks 
caused usual shippers and millers to hold back 
their surplus fora more favorable condition of 
the market. | 

During the last week the quantity of flour and 
wheat on passage to Eurone was reported to ex- 
hibit an increase of 400.000 bu and corn of 560,000 
bu. Out of a total of 1,520,000 bu wheat exported 
from Southern Europe last week fully 1,360,000 
bu were consigned to the United Kingdom. 


MARKETS ON "CHANGE. 

Flour was quotably unaltered, though the feel- 
ing was barely steady, with little disposition on 
the part of jobbers to pay asked prices. No ex- 
port sales were reported, with a fair quantity 
taken by local buyers. 

Wheat was active and irregular within a range 
of nearly ic. It opened strong on heavy buying by 
shorts, the fear of a squeeze in July having taken 
rather definite shape eariy in the day, altnough 
the notion that any ove was attempting a corner 
was persistently ridiculed. The news from the 
crop regions was mixed, and was worked on both 
sides of the market. The bulls piaced most em- 
phasis on their wet weather argument, holding 
that tne soil was dry when it ought to have been 
wet and wet now when it ought to be dry. Juiy 
opened ue higher and sold up ic, and then 
down dee, to 768860. Here some of the 
large traders, especially McCormic«, be 
gan buying heaviiy, and the price ad- 
vanced to fic, the crowd having begun to buy in 
**calls’’ which hud been sold early in the morn- 
ing at essen. Most of the selling was done 
by traders supposed to represent utchinson, 
and prominent among the buyers besides Mc- 
Cormick were Logan. Hamill, Dunham, 
Jones-Kennett and Schwartz-Dupee. After 
noon the trading was less active and 
the market acted tired. but prices were 
steadied by good buying when necessary. The 
range for July was from ee at the opening 
Gown to ige, up to 77c and then down to üg, the 
ciose being steudy at 765ec.
